RUSSIA CAN’T LOSE 


WHEN NortH Korea 1s finally taken and the Communists 
are disarmed, we are informed that all Korea is to be 
turned over to the United Nations to become subject to 
final disposal by that body. The irony in all this is that 
the nation we are actually fighting in this conflict to lib- 
erate Korea is a member of the UN and exercises control- 
ling power there. 

Do we have any assurance that the present majority 
in the UN will always continue to be hostile to Soviet 
Russian aims? Already India has shown a tendency to 
support the Kremlin in certain demands made. We can 
readily visualize a situation that might develop in the 
near future which would be detrimental to us, but by 
which Soviet Russia could secure the endorsement of a 
majority of the UN membership. 

The Korean war, as of October 1, 1950, has cost us 
in dead, wounded and missing 20,756 men. Victory over 
the Communists has compelled us to pay a price all out of 
proportion to the gains we have made. But to turn over 
to the UN the disposition of territory for which we paid 
such a price could, under certain conditions, completely 
cancel the little advantage we gain in victory for our arms. 

It took the leading politicians at Washington five years 
to learn the uselessness of trying to do business with Stalin, 
or expect him to be interested in establishing world peace. 
At the time our national leaders were praising Russia 
as our ally in the conflict against Germany, we said in 
Destiny for October 1944, six years ago: 

‘Already events are occurring which, when they come to full 
fruition, will bring those who are now praising Russia into a 
full realization that there can be no league between the people 
of God and a godless nation.”’ 

With Russia a member of the UN, and the United 
States committed to obey UN instructions, Russia has 
everything to gain and nothing to lose in biding her time, 
all the while using the UN to further her program. Will 
it take another period of years for our politicians to learn 
this bitter lesson also? ri 





Our soldiers may be making rapid advances upon the 
field of battle, but there is great danger ahead. All these 
gains could be lost to us by the politicians who are operat- 
ing upon the diplomatic front. 

It all emphasizes how fantastic the situation is becoming 
because of the unholy alliance with Russia through mem- 
bership in the United Nations, and because Red sympa- 
thizers are among those directing our affairs of state. 


INTERESTING PHENOMENON 


THE Korean war and our difficulties in our dealings with 
Russia have drawn the attention of many away from the 
realization that there has been a marked increase in earth- 
quake and volcanic activities in various parts of the world. 
We seem to be moving into a period of intensified seismic 
disturbances which will, no doubt, be accompanied by 
heavenly phenomena. The recent obscuring of the light 
of the sun is significant in this respect. 

A Destiny reader sent in a newspaper clipping that 
attributed the darkness experienced over a large area of 
the United States at the end of September to drifting smoke 
from forest fires in Canada and he remarked: 


“The explanation of the phenomenon as the result of forest 
fires in Alberta is nothing short of ridiculous. Smoke rises only 
because it is hot. No smoke could stay hot in those upper strata 
and would at once begin to sink. Also from Gander in Newfound- 
land the same phenomenon is reported. Some peregrinations for 
smoke. Even if it could stay hot enough to reach the great alti- 
tude of 14,000 feet, can you imagine it making a bank 4,000 feet 
thick? Rubbish. It may be smoke but it did not come from any 
forest fires on earth. It is a supernatural phenomenon which our 
wise guys hate to admit.” 


The following report comes from further south and is 
quoted from The Pilot, Southern Pines, North Carolina: 


** A milky sun in a pewter sky-has presented a weird appear- 
ance over the Sandhills, as over much of the eastern seaboard 
and in other parts of the world, since Monday. 

‘First explanations of ‘smoke from huge forest fires in Canada’ 
were questioned as the phenomenon continued. Now it’s any- 
body’s guess. The smoky atmosphere here had a pinkish cast at 
times. From London came reports of ‘a bluish’ sun. In other 
places it looked lavender. 

*‘Whatever was causing the pallor — which showed no signs 
of improvement after four days — it didn’t affect the eclipse 
of the moon Monday night. Observers commented that the moon 
in decline and also in emergence was traditionally silver-bright. 
One explanation was that the moon’s light is polarized, that of 
the sun is not — which would seem to have little to do with 
forest fires in Canada. Or maybe it does. 

“Chilly weather accompanied the diminishment of the sun’s 
lifegiving rays and a good many people have caught colds.” 


The extensiveness of the coverage is evidenced by the 
following report from London, England, dated September 
27th, which goes a long way toward completely discount- 
ing the fact that the phenomenon was caused by forest 
fires alone: 


“A strange blue sun followed a freak blue moon in the skies 
over the North Sea area today. While baffled British star gazers 
traded notes on the phenomenon, first seen in the United King- 
dom last night, colleagues in Denmark watched the sun come up 
as an azure ball. 

*tJittery old folks queued up at some Danish provincial banks, 
demanding their money for a hurried flight from doomsday. 
Thousands of other Europeans — some fearful, some merely 
interested — strained for a glimpse of the heavens through 
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clouds which covered much of the continent. 

*“‘It was the queerest sky display since the hazy envelope of 
Halley’s comet turned the sun and moon odd colors in 1910. A 
superstitious few feared the end of the world. Others guessed 
there had been a terrific atom blast somewhere on the globe. 
Astronomers were divided into three main schools of thought 
on the cause: 

‘“‘r) The filtering effect of a far flung smoke from vast forest 
fires raging in Canada which spread a pall over northeastern 
United States earlier in the week. 

**2) A peculiar high cloud formation. 

**g) Dust blown high into the air in a storm or volcanic erup- 
tion far to the west. 

*‘A Roval Air Force pilot, who went up to investigate last 
night, said he found a layer of fine brownish dust 5,000 feet 
thick, beginning at 38,000 feet. 

“The sun first turned blue about four last evening over Scot- 
land. The effect spread over most of northern England. Then the 
full moon appeared — and it, too, was blue. When the sun rose 
in London this morning, it was blue again. Curious or frightened 
Britons swamped telephone lines to weather experts and observa- 
tories. 

“Dr. James Paton, a meteorology lecturer at Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, said he thought the hue was caused by clouds composed 
of uniform, tiny droplets. Dr. Paton said the sun appeared green 
or blue for days after the titanic eruption of the Pacific volcano 


Krakatoa in 1883. 
‘In Rome, Paris and Brussels the sun was its usual color. In 


Oslo, Frankfurt, Stockholm and Helsinki it was hidden by heavy 
clouds.”’ 

There is another explanation which we believe to be 
more plausible to account for the extensiveness of this 
peculiar phenomenon and the enormous territory af- 
fected. The odd colors given to the sun in different locali- 
ties similar to the effect produced by the envelopment of 
the earth by the tail of Halley’s comet in 1910 is most 
interesting in the light of the brilliant meteoric shower 
that took place a week or two prior to this overcast con- 
dition. The fine brown dust at 38,000 feet, extending nearly 
a mile above that height, plus the area covered and the 
fact that the light of the sun more than that of the moon 
was affected, precludes any possibility of its origin in 
forest fires in Canada. 

The meteoric shower was seen in many states and came 
from the general direction from which the smoky or cloud 
effect also seemed to be coming. An article in The Monthly 
Evening Star Map answers the question, “‘What is a comet?” 
by giving the following information: 

“It appears to be a compact meteor swarm .. . held to- 
gether by mutual gravitation until disturbed by other bodies. 
. . . Tidal action has a still more important effect. The swarm 
is gradually lengthened out and spread along its orbit. In time 
it becomes unrecognizable as a comet, but it may still give rise 
to a shower of meteors when the earth encounters any portion 
of it.”” 


With this thought in mind, could it be that, following 
the meteoric display, a mass of dust particles — a further 
disintegration of the comet mass — following in the wake 
of the meteors, might have come into the earth’s atmosphere 
from outer space but moving in the same orbit in which 
the meteors were traveling? This peculiar cloud formation 
could originally have been made up partly of the tail of 
the comet, of which the meteors preceding it were part of 
its head. When this cloud substance came into contact 
with the air of the earth, it could have turned to brownish 
dust over the North Sea and caused high cloud formations 
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elsewhere. This certainly would explain the color of the 
sun and the moon as a result of its filtering effect upon 
their light. 

Stranger things than this have happened in the past and 
more are destined to take place in a startling manner in 
the near future. 


MISSION TO MESHECH 


A RECENT REPORT states that Harold E. Stassen has written 
a letter to Premier Stalin suggesting that they confer 
on steps to be taken to achieve “a just peace.” It is diffi- 
cult to understand how a man of Mr. Stassen’s intelligence 
can be so naive as to think that the group of cruel, crafty 
men in the Kremlin, including Stalin himself, are even 
remotely interested in a just peace. 

These rulers have enslaved millions in Russia who 
spend their days laboring under the lash of inhuman task- 
masters. It would be as sensible to try to negotiate with 
hardened criminals to secure their consent to a just and 
equitable enforcement of the law to suppress crime as to 
expect to be able to negotiate with Stalin in the interests 
of lasting peace. 

If there had been any possibility of turning the ruthless 
leaders of Soviet Russia from their evil designs, God would 
never have declared His antagonism to them in the un- 
mistakable terms set forth by His prophets. Through 
Ezekiel He declares Himself unalterably opposed to them 
in the following terms: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, 
the chief prince of Meshech [Moscow] and Tubal [Tobolsk].”’ 


(Ez. 38: 3.) 


But because these evil men are determined to carry 
out their devilish plans in their plot to destroy Christendom 
and subject all peoples to their cruel oppression, God has 
declared that in the fire of His wrath He has spoken, stat- 
ing, “And I will call for a sword against him” (Ez. 38: 21). 
To this Mr. Stassen says, “No,’’ and he goes on to say that 
we must have peace with them. So he writes to Stalin, 
whose hands are dyed red with the blood of countless 
numbers of innocent victims, to see if he cannot arrange 
terms with him. 

What Mr. Stassen is also failing to realize is the fact 
that there is such a thing as a man, or a group of men, or 
even a nation, becoming so evil that no righteous appeal 
will have any effect whatever upon them to turn them 
from their evil course. There are a number of illustrations 
in the Bible confirming this statement. 

During the time of our Lord’s ministry, an example of 
an individual who had hardened his heart beyond the 
hope of repentance is furnished us in the life and conduct 
of Herod. When Jesus stood before him, He refused to 
open His mouth or make any appeal to the one who had 
beheaded John the Baptist. John the Baptist had urged 
Herod to turn from his unrighteousness, but the monarch 
finally rejected the warning and eventually slew this man 
of God. Jesus’ silence testified to the Divine rejection of 
Herod, who evidently had passed beyond the time of re- 
pentance. On the other hand, when Jesus stood before 
Pilate, He testified to the truth. 

In ancient times Amalek as a nation elected to reject 
God and declared war upon His people and against the 
Throne of God in the wanton attack upon Israel in the 
wilderness. God thereupon declared war upon that nation 
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and the conflict was to be from generation to generation. 
Today their descendants are represented among the rulers 
of Soviet Russia, upon whom will come the final fulfillment 
of the judgment stated by Balaam that in the latter days 
they would perish. It is apparently Mr. Stassen’s wish to 
repeal this Divine declaration of war to the end, but he will 
be unable to hinder the fulfillment of the verdict rendered 
by Almighty God: 

“I will give thee unto the ravenous birds of every sort, and to 
the beasts of the field to be devoured. Thou shalt fall upon the 
open field: for I have spoken it, saith the Lord God.” (Ez. 39: 
4-5-) 

Disbelieving this Divine ultimatum by the Lord’s 
prophet, Mr. Stassen has declared we need not assume 
war to be inevitable; hence his proposal to take four or five 
leading citizens of the United States with him on a mission 
to Meshech. However, God has declared war with Soviet 
Russia to be inevitable because of the criminal conduct 
of the past and the present tyrannical oppression exercised 
over others today. Until the ungodly leaders of a nation 
that enslaves and destroys its own citizens are themselves 
destroyed, world peace cannot possibly be attained. 

Mr. Stassen, along with blundering leadership at Wash- 
ington, has as his objective the appeasement of men of 
lying lips and a deceitful tongue who are marshalling the 
northern hordes for inevitable conflict. The Psalmist 
recognizes the futility of appeasement under such condi- 
tions: 

‘Alas that I sojourn in Meshech [Moscow], that I dwell with 
the clans of Kedar! Too long a time have I dwelt with the haters 


of peace. I am for peace, but when I speak, they are for war!” 
(Ps. 120: 5-7, Smith G Goodspeed Trans.) 


It would be a wise policy for those who think they can 
speak words of peace and persuade those who are defi- 
nitely committed to war to turn from their evil ways to 
ponder well these words of wisdom uttered by the Psalm- 
ist. For far too long already have we as a nation sojourned 
in Meshech, yet Mr. Stassen now proposes a mission there 
in an endeavor to find a formula to appease Stalin. If 
Mr. Stassen knew his Bible, he would have recognized 
long ago the futility of any such plan and would save 
himself and the nation further embarrassment by giving 
Stalin and his cohorts another occasion to laugh at us and 
in rendering what only amounts to more aid and comfort 
to a dangerous foe. 


SHADOWS OF DISASTER 


RocER Basson sap recently, “If it had not been for the 
war in Korea, we would by this time have been in very 
serious economic difficulties.” The war has merely post- 
poned the day of reckoning and the increased impact 
made by that war upon our economy will make the 
troubles, when they arrive, many times more severe. 

As we leave the peace-time economy and move steadily 
into a war-time controlled economy, the shadows of com- 
ing disaster become evident because of the strains to which 
the present system is being subjected. Price controls are 
inevitable in present government planning, although for 
political reasons the Administration is marking time until 
after election. President Truman is also favoring labor by 
holding back on controls until the unions secure new wage 
settlements. 

An effort is being made to raise wages for labor, yet

hold prices down through later controls that will be estab- 
lished as of a given date, using the necessity to increase 
our national preparedness as the excuse. Thus President 
Truman hopes, under a war emergency, to accomplish 
what he previously advocated when he said, “‘Wages can 
be raised without affecting prices” — an impossible for- 
mula if the economy is to remain healthy. 

Along with the institution of controls, the government 
is preparing to increase taxation and impose other financial 
restrictions to prevent inflation by curtailing the financial 
ability of individuals to spend. The irony in all this is that 
Mr. Truman is working to help labor increase its wages 
before instituting controls, but he is paying little or no 
attention at all to the millions of white-collar workers, to 
small businessmen, to men and women who have reached 
the age of retirement and those living on pensions and old 
age benefits who will be burdened with increased costs 
although they receive no increase in income. For them 
increased taxes will have no effect on inflation curbs; 
rather, it will create hardships and often mean less to 
eat. With some it will spell the difference between just 
getting by and impoverishment, destitution and want. 

The imposition of taxes to control inflation is like setting 
fire to a house to cook the evening meal. It will cook the 
meal all right, but it will destroy everything else while 
doing so! If the economy is to be preserved, then inflation 
must be curbed by recognition of the cause, with correction 
made at that level. To try to correct it by excess taxation 
merely adds to the hardships of millions of people who 
receive no benefit from increased wages or added financial 
returns. 

Referring to taxation as an expedient to fight inflation, 
we stated in Destiny for September 1946: 


**To use the power to tax for any such purpose will only aggra- 
vate the situation and tend to increase our national difficulties 
— not cure them.” 


The present pronouncements from Washington are 
following the pattern outlined in Documentary Studies, Vol. 
1,* page 356-357: 

“Watch the out-working of the minds of our political leaders 
today and the only solution that seems to occur to them — which 
program is being adopted by those who purport to have drawn 
blueprints for effecting a cure of our national ills, economic 
troubles, and to prevent inflation, in fact, to eliminate every 
other trouble (present or potential) to which our nation is sub- 
ject as a result of mismanagement of the affairs of state and of our 
social economy — is to suggest more taxes.”’ 


It is most significant that the acceleration in this trend 
saw a marked increase in tempo following the Korean 
war. While that war staved off the economic trouble to 
which Mr. Babson makes reference, these new trends 
further emphasize the importance of the changes that 
took place in mid-July of 1950 (see ““The End of the Road,” 
Destiny for October 1950, page 329). It all bodes ill for 
the continuation of prosperity under the present system. 


UNWRAPPING THE MYSTERY 


REFERRING to the Korean war, Karl H. Von Wiegand 
suggests that it is a Soviet military reconnoitering exploit. 
In making their analysis, military authorities speak of

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Russian policies as “‘a riddle wrapped in a mystery inside 
an enigma,” as Winston Churchill once put it. 

It is a mystery only to those who persist in hiding their 
heads in the sand and refuse to heed the meaning of the 
warnings of the prophets of the Lord. It is no riddle to 
those conversant with the role Amalek was assigned to 
play in these last days of the present age. The answer to 
the riddle that solves the mystery of present Soviet aggres- 
sion is given in an understanding of the beginning and 
ending of the history of the Amalekites, whose evil aggres- 
sion against God’s people was destined to culminate in 
the present federation of nations under Soviet leadership. 
(See “Hooks in the Jaws,” this issue.) Ezekiel provides 
details concerning coming Russian moves in the 38th 
and 39th chapters of his book. 

To call the policy of the Kremlin an enigma is only to 
make a public declaration of one’s own ignorance of the 
over-all Divine plan and the part Soviet Russia is to play 
in the crisis period that will bring the present age to its 
close. The fact to be recognized is that the Kremlin has 
not only declared war upon God, but that these evil 
leaders are endeavoring to usurp His authority and take 
over world rule — the inheritance assigned to His King- 
dom people. With the realization that God has accepted 
this challenge to His power, understanding takes the place 
of confusion and knowledge brings about confidence and 
assurance of the ultimate defeat of these evil aggressors 
through Divine intervention. 


SUPPORTING THE COMMUNIST LINE 


Why was President Truman so violently opposed to the 
Communist-control Bill? So many of his own party, along 
with the opposition, were in favor of it that it was passed 
over his veto and has become law. The Communists, the 
Communist Party and their mouthpiece, The Daily Worker, 
were vehemently antagonistic to its passage. Why did 
the President follow their line? The answer may be found 
in the facts set forth in the editorial titled “Who Is Presi- 
dent?” in Destiny for October 1950. Can it be that in- 
fluences back of pronouncements from the White House 
indicate advisory counsel working to subvert our govern- 
ment and destroy freedom? 

It is certain that the hidden foes behind the scenes were 
disturbed because Alger Hiss was convicted. Has this 
anything to do with President Truman’s failure to pro- 
mote Thomas F. Murphy in the Federal service? Mr. 
Murphy’s brilliant rhetoric and cold logic as he summa- 
rized the evidence that led to the conviction of this traitor 
was a masterful presentation of the case. Has he now been 
punished for his success? Friends of Mr. Murphy say 
that he has been banished to a legal Siberia where neither 
promotion nor participation in important cases may be 
anticipated. The conviction evidently was just too much 
for Dean Acheson, the friend of Alger Hiss, and for Felix 
Frankfurter and his cohorts to take without penalizing the 
man responsible for bringing Hiss to judgment. 

Is President Truman so blind that he cannot see all 
this? Are these same hidden forces using their power over 
him to secure Presidential opposition to the Communist- 
control Bill? We shall know some of the answers to these 
questions in the caliber of the men appointed to enforce 
this bill and the way it is enforced. 

The Mundt Bill recognizes what is undoubtedly a fact, 
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that the Communist party in the United States is an agency 
of a foreign government bent on destroying our American 
institutions. The following from Newsletter From Behind the 
Iron Curtain is to the point: 


“Daily the free world is becoming more and more conscious 
of the danger the home Communists represent to the Western 
democracies. Nobody in his senses doubts any longer that they 
are a ‘fifth column’ of the enemy, who would not hesitate to 
strike at their own countrymen and the lawful order of their 
homeland. However, there is still the question: What to do with 
the Bolsheviks? Here a sentimental and muddle-headed attitude 
still prevails. 

“If thieves or murderers wished to organize themselves in a 
union, such an organization would be forbidden in a democracy. 
If, say, a limited company were founded to overthrow the lawful 
order of a country, the proper authorities would refuse permis- 
sion and, as likely as not, arrest the promoters. But as soon as 
such an organization calls itself a polttical party and establishes 
the machinery of such a party, the Westerners, hypnotized by 
the ideals of freedom of coalition and equal rights to all, regard 
it as something sacrosanct and refuse to contain it. 

“This attitude appears in the highest degree illogical if not 
suicidal. Unions of thieves and murderers are forbidden, yet 
they can be directed only against individuals, t.e., a small mi- 
nority if the worst comes to the worst, while a ‘political party’ 
threatening the well-being of every single citizen and the very 
existence of the state concerned has every freedom to operate as 
it pleases. We earnestly beg our readers not to regard this as a 
plea for coercing freedom of opinion. On the contrary, we would 
allow every latitude for every variety of political views as long 
as the bearers conform to the constitution and laws of the country 
and propagate their views by democratic and lawful means. An 
organization which has on ever so many occasions and in ever 
s0 many countries given proof of being in the service of a foreign 
power has no place in any state. 

“More reasonable sounds the objection that in case of being 
forbidden the Communist Party will go underground and pur- 
sue its activities there, when it will be more difficult to follow 
than when the party is a legal one. 

“However, even this contention does not hold water. As 
Stalin maintains in his Problems of Leninism, the Communist 
Party has a public and an underground organization at any time; 
ie., even when the party operates in a country where it is not 
obstructed. At least half of it would be put out of action by crim- 
inalization of the Communist Party: the die-hard Communists 
and the smuggled-in Soviet agents would function as before, 
but the numerous sympathizers and weaker vessels, who actually 
are no less dangerous, would hesitate to engage in activities 
designated as criminal by the community and prosecuted 
accordingly. 

“That this is so may be seen from the example of the Baltic 
States. In Estonia the Communist Party was forbidden at the 
beginning of the War of Liberation (1919) against Russia and 
various crypto-Communist movements, including some trade 
unions, which never mustered more than 4-5 per cent of the 
voters, were closed in 1924, after an abortive Communist coup 
d’état. The result was that the Communist Party had no follow- 
ing whatever among the population and in 1940, when the 
USSR occupied the country, the Soviets had only a tiny group 
of ‘professional revolutionaries’ to lean upon, while the rest of 
the population presented a united front against the invaders. 
To this day, after years of Communist occupation, the Soviets 
have only very few native Communists to run their errands for 
them and must rely on imported administrators. 

“The case was identical in Latvia. The Communist Party was 
also forbidden there during the independence period. A number 
of crypto-Communist organizations existed until 1933. This year 
also marked the end of Communist activities in Latvia until the 
occupation of the country by the USSR. The Bolsheviks them-

selves admit this fact. In an article on the persecution of the 
Communist Party in Cina, the mouthpiece of the Latvian Com- 
munist Party, of May 17, 1950, Minister of Justice A. Yablonski 
writes: ‘From 1928 until 1931 the police liquidated 40 revolu- 
tionary organizations and 383 revolutionaries were sentenced 
at 82 political trials. From 1932 until 1934, 612 people were 
sentenced.’ This ends the enumeration: no more trials of Come 
munists took place after 1934 for people fought shy of belonging 
to a criminal organization. When the Soviets took over, they 
had no more than about 500 Latvian Communists to command. 
This number is growing only very slowly. 

“There is no doubt that the back of the Soviet ‘fifth column’ 
can be broken by the criminalization of the Communist Party. 
They say that if a chalk line is drawn in front of a chicken, the 
poor bird cannot walk on it, believing the line to be a real ob- 
stacle. The West, hesitating to take action against the Communist 
Party, is rather reminiscent of this chicken.” 

Wittingly or unwittingly, President Truman’s opposition 
to the Mundt Bill is in line with the interests of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States, a fact that only con- 
tributes further evidence as to the character of the be- 
hind-the-scenes advisors influencing the White House in 
its decisions. The Communist Party should be outlawed, 
just as criminals are outlawed, and those who persist in 
following their treasonable ideology should be treated as 
traitors to their country. We are at war with Russia and 
part of Stalin’s strategy is the use of a fifth column in our 
midst in which the Communist Party and its underground 
units are playing an important part. 


ARTFUL RIDICULE 


AFTER READING “‘The Facts About Cigarettes and Your 
Health” in Coronet for May 1950, our first question was, 
“‘Why was this article published in Coronet?”’ It would be 
interesting to know the background of the two authors, 
Henry W. Mattison and John Schneider. What was their 
purpose in writing such an article? What, if any, financial 
interests have they in the manufacture and sale of ciga- 
rettes? 

An article of this kind in a magazine of the circulation 
of Coronet for the purpose of whitewashing the harmful 
effects of cigarette smoking would be of more value to the 
manufacturers of cigarettes than thousands of dollars 
spent through the usual advertising mediums. It might be 
enlightening indeed to know the full story back of the 
writing and publication of this endeavor to discount the 
harmful effects of smoking. The article itself is artful ridi- 
cule and the authors show complete unwillingness to 
accept or weigh evidence on its merits. The misrepresenta- 
tions are in line with the claims made by cigarette manu- 
facturers in their advertising. 

It is clear that the article entitled ““How Harmful Are 
Cigarettes?” in The Reader's Digest for January 1950 
struck the mark. The manufacturers of cigarettes must 
have feared the possible loss of business as a result of the 
Digest article and would welcome (if they did not instigate) 
this suave commendation of their products wrapped in a 
Mother Hubbard dress that covers everything and touches 
nothing. 

Night after night the American home is invaded with the 
misleading statements of cigarette manufacturers in the 
role of sponsors of radio programs as they seek to increase 
their sales by putting cigarettes into the mouths of every 
member of the American family. And we literally mean 
in the mouth of every member of the family, if the recent 
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cigarette advertisements are to be taken at face value. 
Before us as we write are two such ads, one carrying the 
picture of an infant saying to her mother, who is depicted 
as smoking a cigarette: “Gee, Mommy, you sure enjoy 
your Marlboro!” The other shows the full-length picture 
of a teen-age girl as a high school cheer leader, with a 
cigarette between her fingers and the caption, “Be Happy 
— Go Lucky!” 

Next to the harmful use of tobacco is the pernicious 
effect of the impact upon the adolescent mind of such 
cigarette ads. The purpose of the manufacturers in paying 
for such advertising is to increase sales and realize more 
profits. Having convinced the adult population of their 
“need” for their products, they are now turning their 
attention to the young and very young. Through radio 
and television programs, and in magazines and news- 
papers, the manufacturers of these harmful habit-forming 
and health-destroying drugs are trying to entice them into 
accepting the use of tobacco as one of life’s necessities. 

Just as the good men do follow them through the grave 
to the day of resurrection, so the evil they do will also 
follow them through the grave to the time of judgment 
where they must face the cumulative harm they have 
caused, for which they must give an accounting. Of what 
use to them in that day will be the millions they earned 
when they are brought face to face with the fact of the 
lives they helped to blight and the souls they condemned 
to years of needless trouble by persuading men, women 
and young people to purchase their habit-forming in- 
dulgences. 

The answer to the harmful use of tobacco is not to be 
found in the “buts,” the “ifs” and the “ands” of the state- 
ments of those who try to prove an indulgence harmless 
that the testimony of smokers with experience proves 
otherwise. Mr. Courtney Ryley Cooper’s statement in 
**T Quit Smoking” in The Reader’s Digest for April 1950, 
followed by “‘Are You a Man or a Smokestack?” by J. P. 
McEvoy in the same issue, demonstrate that either the 
two authors of the Coronet article are just too ill-informed 
to understand the testimony of those who speak out of 
experience, or else they were subsidized to write as they 
did. Whatever their reason for going into print, we would 
not want to assume the responsibility that will be theirs 
in the day when men must give an account for all they 
have done, whether it be good or whether it be evil. 


THE FINALE 


MODERN LEADERS IN organized Christianity have succeeded 
in so sabotaging the teachings of the Scriptures that the 
Bible has ceased to be considered inspired and, in the 
judgment of many in the pews today, it is wholly unrelia- 
ble and contradictory. Furthermore, through the sub- 
stitution of church programs with little or no Bible in- 
struction, taking the place of the earnest and sincere 
expounding of the Scriptures of former times, the modern 
generation has been led by unbelieving Doctors of Divinity 
away from the truth. No wonder the present generation is 
without knowledge of the meaning of the simplest Biblical 
phrases which were household words in earlier generations. 

Having succeeded in this work of sabotaging the procla- 
mation of the Gospel, Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, former 
president of the Northern Baptist denomination and a 
speaker last spring at its annual Convention in Boston, 
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stated in Cleveland, in an address before the Baptist 
World Alliance in July of this year: 


“We have got to face the fact that we are living in a genera- 
tion with a completely new mentality, and even a different 
language. Such phrases as ‘the precious blood of Jesus,’ ‘coming 
under the blood’ and ‘saved by Grace,’ however great and pro- 
found and true their original Bible meaning, simply do not regis- 
ter in the minds of the average American listener.” 


Of course such phrases do not “register” today among 
the present generation, for this generation is the product 
of years of the devitalization of Scriptural truths, as pointed 
out in “The Crumbling Wall of Untempered Mortar,” 
Destiny for July 1949, and in “The Light That Is Dark- 
ness,” Destiny for August 1949. It was shown in those 
two articles that our entire system of education, both 
secular and religious, has for past decades been based 
upon a foundation of destructive criticism of the Scrip- 
tures, fostering total unbelief in the story the Bible tells. 
No wonder the modern generation has no belief or even 
knowledge of the great doctrines as accepted and taught 
by the Church fathers. 

After having made his own contribution to the higher 
critical aim of destroying the faith of the people, Dr. 
Dahlberg has the unmitigated affrontery to advocate the 
rewriting of the basic truths of Christian belief to meet the 
needs of the jazzed-up state of mind of the present genera- 
tion. In his call for a reinterpretation of the historical 
doctrines of the Christian faith he would make permanent 
the malicious sabotaging of the Gospel truths. But the 
gem of devilish deception in his address is contained in 
the statement: 


“Evangelism should become united so all denominations can 
work together for the conversion of America and the world.” 


Conversion to what? After the emasculation of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, removing its life and vitality, he now 
proposes that all work together to inoculate church-going 
people with this poison of unbelief. Modernist preachers 
have certainly failed to feed their flocks the precious truths 
of the Scriptures when they have brought about such a 
lack of spirituality in their congregations that the fine 
phrases of Scriptural beauty by which the faith of our 
fathers has been expressed no longer have any meaning 
to them. But let Ezekiel pronounce the Divine verdict 
upon the D.D.’s, who have turned their backs upon the 
truth and are responsible for leading many astray: 


“And the word of the Lord came unto me, saying, Son of 
man, prophesy against the shepherds of Israel, prophesy, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord God unto the shepherds; 
Woe be to the shepherds of Israel that do feed themselves! 
Should not the shepherds feed the flocks?’’ (Ez. 34: 1-2.) 


The judgment pronounced upon these leaders or shep- 
herds of His people is a resounding denunciation of the 
modernist theologian of the present day (see Ez. 34: 9-12). 

The cloudy and dark day is upon us as the lengthening 
shadows of the coming great and terrible Day of the Lord 
spread their gloom over all the earth. What will these 
modernist preachers of subversion do or say when their 
refuge of lies has been swept away and the falsehoods 
which they have been proclaiming as truth are discovered 
by all to be a cloak of superficial spirituality hiding an ugly 
skeleton of atheistical unbelief?

PART I 
I Writ Turn THEE BAck 


CONUNDRUM difficult to solve con- 
A fronts students of prophecy in 
God’s statement through Eze- 
kiel that He will at a time chosen by 
Him turn back the hordes of Gog of 
the land of Magog. After that we are 
informed He will put hooks into their 
jaws and bring them forth to furnish 
the leadership for the armies of a great 
confederacy as they gather for an all- 
out attack upon His people in the last 
days. All sorts of conjectures have been 
advanced as to when the “turning 
back” took place, or will take place, 
for there is no agreement regarding 
this event as to whether it occurred in 
the past or is yet to take place. 


Time of Fulfillment 


It is essential to an understanding of 
events today to clarify this problem 
and identify the time of the fulfillment 
of the statement: “I will turn thee 
back.” Many students of prophecy 
have failed to grasp the over-all view 
of God’s dealings, not only with His 
people, but with their enemies as well, 
and they have invariably tried to 
crowd into the short span of a few 
brief years at the end of the age events 
which have taken centuries to con- 
summate. 

We should remember that the his- 
tory of God’s dealings with Israel’s 
enemies began with the Exodus from 
Egypt. After the destruction of the 
Egyptians at the Red Sea, the Ama- 
lekites attacked His people as they 
journeyed across the wilderness toward 
Mount Sinai. Because of their treach- 
erous assault upon His people, God 
declared that He would have war 
with Amalek from generation to gen- 
eration. The statement made by 
Moses is in these words: 


“Because the hand of Amalek is against 
the throne of the Lord, therefore the Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will have war 
with Amalek from generation to genera- 
tion.” (Ex. 17: 16, with marginal render- 
ing as given in the Authorized King James 
Version.) 
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It is well to take note here that the 
war was not to be confined to any one 
generation, not even the one that 
would be living to experience the clos- 
ing scenes of the present age, but that 
it would cover many generations. Only 
in the light of this oath that God took 
when He swore He would have war 
with Amalek from generation to gener- 
ation can the statement made through 
Ezekiel of God’s opposition to Gog be 
fully understood: 


**Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I am 
against thee, O Gog, the chief prince of 
Meshech [Moscow] and Tubal [Tobolsk].’’ 
(Ez. 38: 3.) 


Identification of Gog 


Rev. W. M. H. Milner, in The Rus- 
sian Chapters of Ezekiel,* translates this 
passage with the previous verse in ac- 
cordance with the facts revealed by the 
meaning of the names used: 


“Set now thy face, son of Man, against 
Gog, the Land of the Mongol, Ruler of 
Russ, Moscow, and Tobcolsk, and say in 
thy forecast: Thus saith Jehovah the Lord, 
Thou Gog, behold Me against thee, Ruler 
of Russ, ‘Moscow and Tobolsk.”’ 


Mr. Milner continues: 


“In these three verses are five points 
identifying the Power-referred to beyond 
the possibility of doubt. These are: 

**:, Autocratic Dictatorship. 

“a. An extensive area in Asia and in 
Europe entirely or partly ‘Mongolian.’ 

‘“‘g. The Russians, Russia, ‘All the 
Russias.’ 

**4. Moscow and the Muscovites. 

**s. Siberia, with its more important 
offshoot, Bulgaria.”’ 


Mr. Milner then points to Russian 
defeats in the Crimean War, against 
Turkey and her assaults upon other 
nations as fulfilling the “turning 
back.” Actually, these were simply 
road blocks in the latter days to slow 
the speed of aggression on the part of 
the Colossus of the North. 

That Gog of the land of the Mongol is 
Amalek is clearly shown in the root 
meaning of the word Gog. Mr. Milner 
states:

** “Gog” — it is a long o both in the 
Hebrew and in the Greek — is made from 
the old-world word-root ‘GG,’ which in 
the early languages implied something 
‘g-i-g-antic.” Russia has this long time 
been the ‘Colossus’ of the North. 

“A potentate of Bible history and 
prophecy was ‘A-g-a-g.? That name, or 
rather, title, comes from the same root. He 
was (in his own estimation) A, Aleph, 
+ GG = No. 1 Great! “The Agagites,’ we 
are told in Young’s Analytical Concord- 
ance, ‘were an Amalek-ite tribe,’ and 
‘Agag’ was ‘A poetic name of Amalek, 
derived from a particular dynasty.’ Of 
Israel it is written in Numbers 24: 7, ‘His 
King shall be higher than Agag,’ referring 
probably to Ezekiel’s Gog.” 


That these are enemies of long 
standing is made clear in the question 
the Lord asks: 


“‘Art thou he of whom I have spoken in 
old time by my servants the prophets of 
Israel, which prophesied in those days 
many years that I would bring thee against 
them?” (Ez. 38: 17.) 


A Great Confederacy 


At a much earlier time than when 
Ezekiel wrote, the Psalmist listed the 
nations who were to be confederated 
together against God, giving the more 
ancient names by which they were 
known. Not only is Amalek named in 
this group, but the list of the enemy 
nations clearly indicates their Eastern 
origin. Speaking of these nations, the 
Psalmist calls upon God: 


“Keep not thou silence, O God: hold 
not thy peace, and be not still, O God. For, 
lo, thine enemies make a tumult: and they 
that hate thee have lifted up the head. 
They have taken crafty counsel against thy 
people, and consulted against thy hidden 
ones. They have said, Come, and let us cut 
them off from being a nation; that the name 
of Israel may be no more in remembrance. 
For they have consulted together with one 
consent: they are confederate against 
thee.” (Ps. 83: 1-5.) 


East Against West 


Throughout the generations during 
which this warfare was to continue, we 
find that history records a particular 
period when success seemed to be as- 
sured for the Eastern hordes in their 
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march westward. The move itself was 
inspired from the pit as Satan let 
loose cruel and evil forces upon West- 
ern peoples, with the objective of 
destroying Christendom and therefore 
thwarting the carrying out of God’s 
plans to establish Israel as a nation and 
a company of nations in the world 
today. 

This invasion of the West from the 
East took place in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. It is well to study this earlier 
military advance of Eastern hordes, 
for these same foes of civilization are 
again on the march — only this time 
God will not turn them back as He did 
seven hundred years ago. 

Briefly reviewing the highlights of 
that earlier military campaign, and 
comparing those years in history with 
present world trends, the similarities 
are particularly striking. They are 
significant indeed when viewed in the 
light of the Bolshevik invasion of Rus- 
sia in 1918 and the enslavement of its 
people, followed by the Communist 
conquest of China in 1948 and the con- 
flict in Korea in 1950. The imminence 
of Communist aggression against Indo- 
China and all along the southern 
boundaries of Russian territory, from 
her frontiers in the East to Europe in 
the West, is reminiscent of those ear- 
lier attacks when the Mongolians 
swarmed westward. 


Invasion of Europe 


The first invasion of Russia by the 
Mongols is recorded as taking place in 
1224 A.D. Jenghiz (or Genghis) Khan 
had conquered China and extended his 
empire from his rule over a petty 
Mongolian tribe to a domain from the 
China Sea to the banks of the Dnieper 
River. Upon his death in 1227 a.D., 
Ogdai, his second son, came to the 
throne. In 1235 A.D., Ogdai des- 
patched three armies in as many 
directions. One was directed against 
Korea, one against the Sung dynasty 
which ruled over the provinces of 
China south of the Yangtze Kiang, 
and the third was sent westward 
toward Europe. This last force was 
commanded by Batu, the son of Juji, 
Ogdai’s deceased elder brother. Batu 
took with him the celebrated Sabutai 
Bahadur as his chief advisor. Thus 
began the dreadful invasion of Europe 
by the Mongols. 

Batu’s army consisted of 1,500,000 
Mongols and Tartars who, moving 
from north of the Caspian, overran 
and devastated Astracan and Cazan, 
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Georgia and Circassia. They entered 
Russia in 1236 a.p., burning Moscow 
and Kiow, and they held the country 
in slavery for 200 years. In 1241 A.D. 
they attacked Poland, burning Lub- 
lin, Breslau and Cracow. In the battle 
of Lignitz the dukes of Silesia, the 
Polish Palatines and the Teutonic 
order were defeated. Invading Hun- 
gary they entirely destroyed its cities, 
its churches and its inhabitants (only 
three cities, or fortresses, were left in 
the whole country). Following this 
they advanced upon Germany, but 
after wasting the kingdoms of Servia, 
Bosnia and Bulgaria they suddenly 
retreated to the Volga. George Park 
Fisher, in his Outline of Universal His- 
tory, states: 


‘At the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, Genghis Khan, the leader of Mongolian 
hordes which roamed over the Asiatic 
plateau between China and Siberia, con- 
quered China, and overthrew the ruling 
dynasty. He subdued Hindustan and the 
empire of the Chowares, which had been 
founded by a Seljukian slave, and spread his 
power from the Caspian Sea through Per- 
sia to India (1218). Bokhara and Samarcand 
were among the populous cities which 
were burned with all their treasures by 
these ruthless invaders. Libraries were con- 
verted into stalls for the horses of the 
brutal conquerors. The sons and successors 
of Genghis Khan swept over the countries 
north of the Black Sea, captured Moscow 
and Kiev, burned Cracow, and pursued 
their murderous and devastating path over 
Poland and Hungary. At the battle of 
Wahlstatt (1241), the Germans under 
Henry the Pious, Duke of Liegnitz, were de- 
feated. The victories of the Tartars were 
frightful massacres... . The Mongol 
hosts retired from Europe. They attacked 
the Caliphate of Bagdad, a city which they 
took by storm, and plundered for forty 
days. They destroyed the dynasty of the 
Abassids. They marched into Syria, stormed 
and sacked Aleppo, and captured Damascus. 
For a time the central point of the Tartar 
conquests was the citv or camping ground 
of Karakorum in Central Asia. After a few 
generations their empire was broken in 
pieces. The ‘Golden Horde,’ which they 
had planted in Russia, on the east of the 
Volga, remained there for two centuries. 
Bagdad was held by the Mongols until 
1400.” 


God Intervened 


During the struggle between the 
East and the West in the thirteenth 
century, the outlook was very black 
for all Christendom. While Batu had 
been successfully carrying out his cam- 
paign, the force of Mongols under 
Baidar and Kaidu carried fire and 


sword into Poland. On Christmas day 
of 1241 A.D., Batu crossed the Danube 
on the ice and took Esztergom by 
assault. 

But in the midst of this orgy of 
destruction and death came the an. 
nouncement of the death of Ogdai and 
a summons to return immediately to 
Mongolia. God had intervened and, 
by the death of Ogdai, He moved to 
put a stop to the westward march of 
these destroying heathen forces, saving 
Christianity from utter annihilation. 
The historian Fisher makes the ob- 
servation: 


“Europe owes it to the valor and mili- 
tary spirit of its western peoples that these 
merciless destroyers of mankind did not 
push their conquests to the shores of the 
Atlantic.” 


God Turned Them Back 


But it was not the military might of 
Europe that saved the people from 
destruction; rather, it was Divine in- 
tervention that caused the invaders to 
retire to their own land. The peoples 
of Europe were completely helpless 
before the devastating pagans and, 
but for God’s mercy in their behalf, 
history would today tell a far different 
story. 

This turning point in the destiny 
of peoples came in fulfillment of the 
ancient prediction that, when these 
forces from the East first moved west- 
ward, they would be turned back. If 
the Eastern hordes had attained their 
objective at that time, they would have 
succeeded in destroying the means by 
which God had planned to bring to 
fruition the covenant He had made 
with His people. There would have 
been no North American Continent 
ready to be peopled by the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic race. The desolate herit- 
ages of the earth, promised by God 
to His people, would have fallen into 
the possession of the heathen. 

There would have been no Refor- 
mation and the glorious records of 
Christian evangelism would never have 
been written. In this year of 1950 we 
celebrate the 5ooth birthday of the 
Gutenberg Bible, the first leaves of 
which were printed in the last months 
of the year 1450. This would never 
have happened if the Eastern idolators 
had conquered Europe in the thir- 
teenth century and the Bible’s distribu- 
tion throughout the world in a thou- 
sand different languages would never 
have occurred. 

The darkness of the Dark Ages 
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would have been turned into the black- 
ness of hopeless night if God had not 
intervened to turn back the desolating 
hordes from the East, leaving His 

ple free to carry out their mission 
and lay the foundation of modern civi- 
lization. He kept the way open for His 
people to take up their march to the 
appointed place and sail across the 
seas to take over the desolate heritages 
of the earth. 

The heathen hordes of the East came 
to the very gates of Europe, but they 
were turned back. Thus was fulfilled 
another chapter in the history of the 
conflict God declared He would have 
with His enemies and the enemies of 
His Kingdom from generation to gen- 
eration. 


Again On the March 


Today the East is again on the 
march, but this time they will not be 
turned back, for God is going to use 
them as an instrument of Divine judg- 
ment in a great demonstration of His 
might and power before all nations. 
We are now about to become eye wit- 
nesses to the second act in this great 
drama of the ages as hooks are placed 
in the jaws of these evil hordes and 
they are led forth from the north parts 
to be judged and destroyed for their 
cruelty and evil aggression.

ENTURIES HAVE PASSED since God 

fulfilled His proclamation and 
turned back the Asiatic hordes. How- 
ever, this earlier invasion from the 
East was not to be the last, for although, 
through Ezekiel, the Lord declared 
He would turn the heathen back, He 
also proclaimed the fact that He 
would put. hooks into their jaws, 
stating, “I will bring thee forth.” 
When the day for this to take place 
comes, it is clear that it will be in the 
form of a great military invasion, with 
armies fully equipped in all kinds of 
armor. Ezekiel describes it: 

“All thine army, horses and horsemen, 
all of them clothed with all sorts of armour, 
even a great company with bucklers and 
shields, all of them handling swords.” 
(Ez. 38: 4.) 

Evidently the prophet was given a 
vision of the marching hordes of So- 
viet Russia, with those confederated 
with her, moving against God’s peo- 
ple. He described the military equip-

ment in the language at his command, 
but it is remarkable that the words 
used aptly apply to the weapons of 
modern warfare. The “all sorts of 
armour” would include such equip- 
ment as tanks, strafing planes and 
bombers. He recognized as shields 
and bucklers the steel defensive armor 
behind which the men of the infantry 
and artillery fight. The statement, “all 
of them handling swords,”” would be 
the conclusion at which the prophet 
arrived as he viewed the array of bay- 
onets projecting from the muzzles of 
the rifles carried by every foot soldier 
going into battle. 


Making Ready for War 


Ezekiel then went on to describe the 
great confederacy of nations, giving 
the names of some of those banded to- 
gether to make war. He continued 
with the statement: 

“Be thou prepared, and prepare for 
thyself, thou, and all thy company that are 
assembled unto thee, and be thou a guard 
unto them.”’ (Ez. 38: 7.) 

Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“*Be ready, and keep ready, you and all 
your host mustered about you; keep your- 
self in reserve for me.’’ 

A Divine Ediét 

The rendering of these verses in 
Ezekiel’s 38th chapter, as given in the 
Smith and Goodspeed translation of 
the Scriptures, is of inestimable value, 
for the Lord’s purpose is highlighted 
by the wording used. With the close of 
World War II, all nations save Russia 
alone demobilized their armies and 
prepared to return to peaceful pur- 
suits. But the Kremlin stepped up its 
program of military preparedness, 
keeping ready for war. Furthermore, 
Russia began to expand her program 
to include the satellite nations around 
her, assembling their troops also in 
preparation for aggressive warfare. 
What the godless and tyrannical lead- 
ers in the Kremlin have overlooked, 
however, is that their preparation for 
war is being carried out under a Di- 
vine edict issued nearly three thousand 
years ago! The Lord declared, ““Keep 
yourself in reserve for me.” Thus, the 
evil aggression they are planning is to 
be used of God to glorify Him and, in 
the coming judgment He will visit 
upon them, there will be demonstrated 
to the world the undeniable fact that 
He is the Lord God of all the earth. 
The Lord instructs these hordes in the 
task they are to perform: 


‘*For after many days you shall be called 
up for service, in the end of the years you 
shall march against a land restored from 
desolation.’’ (Ez. 38: 8, Smith and Goodspeed 
Trans.) . 


Time of the Consummation 


The King James version refers to 
the time when this will take place as 
the latter or last days. The last days, 
or the end of the years, is a reference 
in this case to the closing years of hu- 
man probation as the age comes to its 
end. With these facts in mind let us 
turn to the chronological information 
given in the Great Pyramid, in which 
the Consummation of the Age, or the 
years when the age will be completed, 
are given as a period of 44 years. This 
time period is shown as beginning 
August 2, 1909 and ending August 20, 
1953- During these years of the Con- 
summation of the Age we have wit- 
nessed the calling up for service of the 
armies of Gog and the organization by 
the men in the Kremlin of the great 
confederacy which they will lead 
against God’s people. They will come 
when God moves to bring them forth 
from the north as predicted by Ezekiel, 
Joel, Daniel and other prophets. Until 
God releases them, Soviet Russia is 
helpless to act and will mark time — 
though all the while keeping in readi- 
ness to strike suddenly when God issues 
the command that brings them forth. 

The revelation given to John on 
Patmos provides additional informa- 
tion concerning the time when the 
hosts of Gog are to be brought forth: 


*‘And the sixth angel poured out his vial 
upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way 
of the kings of the east might be prepared.”’ 
(Rev. 16: 12.) 


The following facts from Study in 
Revelation are of interest here: 


“The drying up of the Great River 
Euphrates would signify the diminution of 
the Turkish power until it receded into the 
territory from whence it originated. What 
does history reveal? From 1844 A.D., when 
Great Britain compelled Turkey to grant 
religious rights to minorities, until the 
beginning of the 2oth century, the waters 
of this Euphratean plague continued to 
recede. Turkey had become indeed the 
‘Sick Man of the East.’ Arabia was in con- 
stant revolt, with trouble in Macedonia. 
Foreign capital was gaining control of in- 
dustry. The Young Turk movement tri- 
umphed in 1908 a.p. Italy complained of 
Turkish disorder and neglect in Tripoli 
and declared war against Turkey in 1911. 
The following year Bulgaria, Greece, 
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Serbia and Montenegro entered the war 
and all European territory, except Con- 
stantinople and a small amount of land on 
the west side of the Bosphorus, was lost to 
Turkey. 

“In the World War of 1914-18 a.p., the 
young Turks allied themselves with the 
Central Powers and, in conjunction with 
Germany, bombarded Russian Black Sea 
ports, resulting in the Allies declaring war 
on her. 

“Concerning Edom for the Turks], 
thus saith the Lord of hosts; Is wisdom no 
more in Teman? Is counsel perished from 
the prudent? Is their wisdom vanished? 
. . - Edom shall be a desolation.’ The 
prophet now sees a move against Edom, 
‘Behold, he shall come up like a lion from 
the swelling of Jordan against the habita- 
tion of the strong: but I will suddenly make 
him run away from her. . . . The earth is 
moved at the noise of their fall, at the cry 
the noise thereof was heard in the Red sea. 
Behold, he shall come up and fly as the 
eagle, and spread his wings over Bozrah: 
and at that day shall the heart of the 
mighty men of Edom be as the heart of a 
woman in her pangs.’ (Jer. 49: 7-22.) 

“Here is a prophetic account of an at- 
tack against Edom (Turkey) from the 
south, resulting in the Turks fleeing as 
aeroplanes spread their wings over her 
territory. 

“‘The British overran southern Palestine 
and captured Jerusalem and conquered 
Mesopotamia. Turkey’s military power 
was broken. Mosul, Persia and Palestine 
were lost and Syria was invaded.-Beset on 
all sides, Turkey could do no more and 
sued for an armistice. The Treaty of Sévres 
(August 10, 1920) reduced the possessions 
of Turkey to but a shadow of her former 
holdings. A republic was declared October 
29, 1923 A.D., and on March 6, 1924 A.D., 
the Turkish Caliphate was abolished. By 
constitutional amendment in 1928 A.D., 
Turkey ceased to have a state religion. 
Polygamy was abandoned, divorce laws 
were promulgated and public offices were 
opened to women. Literally, the old 
Turkish Empire had dried up and was no 
more!’ (Study in Revelation,* pages 238- 
240.) 


As the almost immediate result of 
this development in history, the next 
happening was to take place: “that 
the way of the kings of the east might 
be prepared.” As pointed out in “‘Na- 
tions Gathering for Judgment,” Des- 
Tiny for March 1948: 


“The purpose of the drying up of the 
Euphrates is stated by John to be ‘that the 
way of the kings of the east might be pre- 
pared’ (Rev. 16: 12). Moffatt translates 
this sentence: “To prepare the way for the 
kings from the east.’ Ferrar Fenton renders

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it: ‘So that a road might be prepared for 
the kings from the rising sun.’ The Com- 
panion Bible states in a footnote that the 
words ‘that come’ are supplied so that this 
passage would read: ‘That the way of the 
kings that come from the east might be 
prepared.’ The word ‘kings’ in these state- 
ments does not necessarily mean a mon- 
arch, but refers to leaders, or chief ones.”’ 
(page 87.) 

The dissolution of the Turkish Em- 
pire, symbolized by the drying up of 
the “great river Euphrates,” was in- 
deed followed by the coming of the 
“chief ones from the East.” 


Serving God in Judgment 


Beginning with the Bolshevik revo- 
lution of January 18, 1918 the Amalek- 
ites came to power in Russia and 
began to muster the hosts for battle as 
they laid their plans for world con- 
quest. Unknown to them or their lead- 
ers, they were preparing even then for 
the battle of that Great Day of God 
Almighty (Rev. 16: 14), at which time 
He will issue the call for them to serve 
Him through their destruction by 
methods that will glorify Him in the 
sight of all nations. Thus, God is to use 
the evil Soviet Russia is planning to 
visit upon others to bring praise to 
Him and to magnify His own Holy 
Name. 


Pharaoh’s Contribution 


When God was about to lead His 
people out of Egypt, Pharaoh at- 
tempted to thwart His purposes. 
Through the Egyptian opposition to 
the Exodus, Satan was endeavoring to 
hinder a move that was to lead to the 
organization of the Kingdom of God 
at Mount Sinai. But God instructed 
Moses to say to Pharaoh: 


“For now I will stretch out my hand, 
that I may smite thee and thy people with 
pestilence; and thou shalt be cut off from 
the earth. And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew in thee 
my power; and that my name may be 
declared throughout all the earth.’’ (Ex. 


g: 15-16.) 
Gog’s Contribution 


Now that the end of the age is upon 
us, and God is about to lead His 
people out of material and economic 
bondage instituted by a system of op- 
pression that has been responsible for 
much suffering, want and an early 
grave for many, He is raising up Gog, 
through whom He will show His 
power. Satan is actively opposing the 
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Divine purpose, using the atheistica] 
leaders of godless Communism as in- 
struments of destruction in his en. 
deavor to destroy God’s people before 
they are able to leave the present order 
and enter into the perfection of King- 
dom administration. Just as God 
spared Pharaoh for the day when, 
through that heathen ruler His Name 
would be proclaimed throughout the 
earth, so Soviet Russia today is being 
preserved by God for the day of reck- 
oning when, through their sudden and 
overwhelming destruction, He will be 
made known to all nations. 


Are You Fearful?

I will summon against him 
every kind of terror . . . and every man’s 
sword shall be against his brother; I will 
proceed against him also with pestilence 
and bloodshed; and I will rain upon him 
and his hordes, and upon the many peo- 
ples that are with him, a lashing rain, ac- 
companied by hailstones, fire, and brim- 
stone. So will I reveal my greatness and my 
holiness, and will make myself known in 
the sight of many nations; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. .. . I will turn 
you round, and drive you on; I will bring 
you up from the farthest north, and lead 
you against the mountains of Israel; then I 
will strike your bow from your left hand, 
and spill your arrows from your right hand. 

fou shall fall upon the mountains of 


Israel, you and all your hordes, and the 


peoples that are with you; to. ravenous 
birds of every sort, and to the beasts of the 
field, will I leave you as food. On the open 
field shall you lie; for I have spoken it. 
. . . Behold; it comes, and it shall be . . - 
this is the day of which I spoke.” (Ez. 
38: 18-23; 39: 2-8, Smith and Goodspeed.)

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFrALKS

London, October 1 (By CABLE) 


CONFLICT BETWEEN the Soviet Union and the 
Western Powers has entered a cleverly planned 
phase in which the main forces of the West are be- 

coming engaged with Russian satellites. Without Russian 
help and inspiration there would be little to worry about 
in any of these cases. Russia is steadily building up her 
stockpile of atom bombs and conserves her manpower. 
Her own metropolitan war machine will be dangerous by 
1952 and extremely formidable by 1954. All the satellites, 
European and Asiatic, are armed from Soviet-controlled 
sources; their military training is under Russian super- 
vision and their strategy and diplomacy are dictated from 
Moscow. 

It is impossible reasonably to expect Eastern European 
anti-Communists to set out on the hard and perilous road 
of underground resistance-unless they can be shown where 
it will lead. 

Mr. Truman seems to argue that if the Korean War can 
be won and Western Europe can be strengthened, Russia 
might yet be contained and a general compromise peace 
be established. His critics say that, while Russia could not 
now strike a knock-out blow at America, if two or three 
more years should be lost while another effort is made to 
secure peace, the situation will change. While America 
could now strike a knock-out blow at Russia, in 1952 or 
1953 Russia will be able to attempt the same against 
America; and then a great catastrophe would become pos- 
sible. Mr. Acheson has opinions but no convictions. In 
1945 he told an informant of ours that a world-wide, left- 
wing social revolution was taking place and that America 
would be lost if she did not conform to it. But, lacking 
profound convictions, he finds it hard to design a large 
strategy. He, therefore, tends to drift from event to event, 
trimming his sails as he goes. 


Russia 


Many of the best strategists now advocate the striking 
of a decisive blow before Russia can do so. The alternative 
appears to be to await the time when Russia is able to 
cripple our ports within 24 hours. Strength is added to 
this theory that the Western Powers should strike back 
before Russia’s world strategy develops further by the 
great fear which Russia has of this very possibility. 


Threat to Raw Materials 


Korea holds one-third of the world’s known graphite 
deposits. She also has tungsten, manganese and chrome, 
all three steelmaking necessities. As for manganese, Russia 
has within her own borders the major part of the world 
supply and Asia has much of the rest. One-third of the 
earth’s tin deposits are in Malaya and, since the war, 
Malaya has been the chief source for U. S. imports. Rus- 
sia’s ruthless acquisition of these resources would not only 
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give her an economic strength far exceeding anything the 
Western nations have, but would deprive us of markets 
which are vital to our ordinary peace-time business. 
America herself would be deeply affected and the whole 
sterling area would become almost bankrupt. 


Germany 


Despite the war in Korea and the general tension in the 
Far East, Germany is and, until the whole world situation 
is resolved, will remain one of the most important political 
battlegrounds between the U.S.S.R. and the Western 
Powers. Here is a nation of 80 million people, highly 
disciplined, with a high standard of living, outstanding in 
technical knowledge and achievement and with tremen- 
dous industrial power and a decisive strategic position in 
the heart of Europe. All these things are priceless assets. 
The Soviets are determined to seize Germany regardless 
of time and effort. The whole German industrial machine 
is the most efficient and on the way to becoming the most 
powerful on the continent. 

There is an ever present danger that the U.S.S.R. may 
offer to make a deal with Germany in the not too distant 
future. They may hand back all the former German terri- 
tory lost in 1945 and incorporate the rest of Poland into 
the Soviet Union. 


Inside the U.S.S.R. 


One of our most able observers has recently had con- 
versations with many Soviet refugees from amongst those 
who streamed into Germany in large numbers between 
1941 and 1948. 

In 1941 a large part of the Soviet population acclaimed 
the Germans as liberators. They did not have to wait long 
for cruel disillusionment. The first great shock was the 
barbarous treatment of Soviet prisoners-of-war. Without 
this mistake — one of the great blunders of history — 
the Germans might well have reached Siberia within six 
months. German errors transformed the Russians into 
ruthless fighters. At the same time the Kremlin encour- 
aged the patriotic upsurge by making many gestures of 
conciliation towards the non-Communist majority. Con- 
cessions were made to religion and the support of the 
Orthodox Church was enlisted. Concessions to private 
property were made, by tolerating the unofficial splitting 
up of collective farms amongst groups of families. Conces- 
sions were made to the army and the officer caste by 
creating glittering uniforms and decorations, as well as by 
setting up special schools for cadets whose fathers had 
been killed in action. The Germans defeated themselves 
in the Russian campaign. The Soviets saved their political 
system by adopting non-Communist tactics, with the firm 
intention of discarding them as soon as the war was over. 

These informants are unanimous in saying that the 
structure of Soviet power has, by pre-war standards, 
weakened considerably inside the Soviet Union. Terror, 
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as a psychological weapon, is losing much of its former 
power. The Russian people have got used to it after thirty 
bloody years. A degree of passive resistance, once impos- 
sible and unthinkable, is growing up against which the 
Soviet Government has no recourse. This downfall of the 
power of terror is a logical development from the vast 
increase in the numbers of political prisoners alone. From 
two or three millions in the ’20s, they have risen to at 
least twenty millions today 

The Western Powers must keep in mind the mistakes 
made by the Germans. Everything possible should be 
done to convey to the Russian people that Western hos- 
tility is directed against Communism and not towards the 
Russian nation as such. 


Baéteriological Warfare 


One of our observers succeeded in making contact with 
a distinguished Eastern European doctor, who, because of 
his anti-Communist activities, is ““wanted” by the Soviet 
Secret Police. 

Before the second world war he had been director of one 
of the largest medical institutions in the capital city of a 
Baltic country, now one of the satellites of the Soviet 
Union. Soviet bacteriologists, whom he had met person- 
ally, told him that the general plan was against the em- 
ployment of epidemic diseases, on the grounds that these 
would get out of control and might interfere with the ad- 
vance of Soviet troops. 

He was told that the answer to the problem had been 
found in a method of isolating the bacteria which caused 
food poisoning, the dreaded botulism. This was not an 
epidemic disease but a means towards mass poisoning of 
large numbers of people. The bacteria could not be trans- 
mitted from a victim to a healthy person, but active 
bacteria could enter the body through the eyes, nose or 
mouth, and a most painful death would follow within 
three days or less. According to the Soviet bacteriologists, 
after the botulinus bacteria had been isolated, they could 
be made inactive by a secret process and so kept in a 
vacuum for years if necessary in the form of a dry white 
powder. As soon as this powder was exposed to normal 
conditions of moisture, the bacteria became extremely 
active. However, after approximately three to four days of 
such extreme activity, they would die. Thus, even a large 
area which had been poisoned by this method would be 
perfectly safe for advancing troops after, say, five to six 
days. 

Soviet scientists had solved all the problems of mass 
production of the botulinus toxin, and huge quantities of 
the dry white powder were stored in Russia. 

He told our observer, however, that the relief of per- 
sonal security is somewhat tempered by the agony of 
frustration he finds in the lack of American understanding 
of the dangers immediately ahead. Fiercely thumping his 
fist on the desk, he said: “I tell them the attack is im- 
minent, and they do not believe me. I tell them that the 
Soviet Union will use the most terrible weapons the world 
has ever known, and they do not believe me. What can I 
do to make people understand the awful danger?”’ 


The Far East 


Mao-tse-tung’s Chinese Communist forces are in a fer- 
ment of effort to shape themselves on the Soviet pattern 
and to move essential armament industries into North 
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China. China is to be made, as far as possible, independent 
of the rather erratic transport system of Siberia and 
Northern China which, it is thought, may break down 
under war conditions. 

Three main combat areas are being organized. On the 
Tibetan frontier, General Chu-Teh has twenty-five divi- 
sions; roughly, 230,000 strong. This force rather lacks 
modern equipment, except for the very fine Russian- 
equipped mountain artillery units. 

The problem which still baffles many observers is that 
of Soviet-Chinese relations. We now have a further report 
from a source which has proved most reliable in the past. 
A few days ago I again saw X. (X is a member of the Pe- 
king Cabinet whose name cannot, for security reasons, be 
revealed.) At the end of an evening’s conversation he told 
me, in the greatest confidence, the following. The trip 
made by Mao-Tse-tung to Moscow in the winter has been 
entirely misjudged. There were, naturally, talks about 
Singkiang and Soviet interests there which did not please 
Mao. “‘The main thing, however, was that Stalin con- 
fidentially informed Mao-Tse-tung that he had decided to 
appoint him his successor as the leader of world Com- 
munism. Only a few of the Russian leaders know about the 
matter. Of the Chinese, Mao has told Chu-En-lai, Li-Li- 
san and Liu-Shao-chi. All three approve of the idea, the 
very greatness of which appeals to them. Whom else Mao 
has informed I do not know.” We advise great caution in 
accepting this report. But, knowing the source from which 
it comes, we think it should be published. 


Outlook in Albania 


One of our observers has just visited the country. He 
finds it seething with unrest, which is kept in check only 
by the M.V.D. and other Soviet forces. Contact with the 
Soviet authorities is maintained by a regular air service to 
Bulgaria and Roumania as well as special military air 
services which operate as required. 

There is massive Soviet propaganda. It consists mainly 
of endless repetition of deifications of Stalin who is referred 
to as “Holy,” “Father of the Nations,” “‘Leader of the 
Universe,” and “Source of all Light.” He is also, of course, 
depicted as the only true defender of peace. This blas- 
phemous adoration is not so foolish in Albania as it sounds 
in Western ears. But it is defeating its own ends by arous- 
ing the strongest resentment amongst both Moslems and 
Christians. 


The Belgian Crisis 


While accepting the immediate decision as an accom- 
plished fact, it is necessary to distinguish it from the 
ultimate objective which is the overthrow of the monarchy 
as an institution. To gain a moral victory over the right 
wing was a means to establish a political bridgehead by 
getting rid of Leopold, who, once re-established, could 
have been difficult and substituting his inexperienced son. 
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World Government Delusions 


ORLD GOVERNMENT as a goal 
\ \ for humanity did not originate 

in the minds of its current 
planners, as they proudly believe. It 
was in the mind of God before He 
“planted a garden eastward in Eden” 
and put there “the man whom He had 
formed.”” This man, operating in 
obedience to Divine commands, was to 
maintain dominion over the earth. 
Before long Satan entered the Garden 
and challenged the necessity of man’s 
obedience to God. 

This challenge is the first recorded 
smear campaign. It accomplished its 
evil purpose quite effectively just as 
such tactics still do to this very day. 
What that purpose was has not been 
very clear in our minds and we have 
had only a dim realization of its full 
significance. There is now a dawning 
consciousness that Satan was maneu- 
vering to wrest world dominion for 
himself; and that when Adam yielded 
to temptation, he not only became the 
servant of sin, but he also surrendered 
to Satan his princely prerogative — his 
dominion over the earth. 

Thus Adam lost more than we have 
thought. Note the result of his capitu- 
lation. As the man and the woman 
relinquished to the serpent power their 
divinely-appointed sovereignty and 
heritage, they were shorn of the glori- 
ous garments of light and life which 
clothed them and sent forth from the 
Garden of God. 

Since that time Satan has been the 
prince of this world and was so recog- 
nized by Jesus when He began His 
ministry. Speaking to His disciples, 
Jesus said: 

“Hereafter I will not talk much with 
you: for the prince of this world cometh, 
and hath nothing in me.”’ (John 14: 30.) 


II Esdras 7: 48 expresses a univer- 
sal lament of Adam’s race: 


“O thou Adam, what hast thou done? 
For though it was thou that sinned, thou 
art not fallen alone, but we all that come 
of thee.”? 


The devil tried to interest Jesus in a 
world government scheme. In his ac- 


count of the Great Temptation, 
Matthew writes: 
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‘Again, the devil taketh him up into an 
exceeding high mountain and sheweth him 
all the kingdoms of the world, and the 
glory of them; and saith unto him, All 
these things will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me.”’ (Matt. 4: 
8-9.) 


A significant point here, and one 
generally overlooked, is that Jesus 
never refuted Satan’s claim to all the 
kingdoms of the world, evidently be- 
cause he had won them in his contest 
with the first Adam. In this second 
temptation Satan challenged the sec- 
ond Adam, the promised Redeemer, 
whom the Lord God had said would in 
due time bruise the serpent’s head 
(Gen. 3:15). Although Satan lost in 
his contest with the “last Adam” (I 
Cor. 15: 45), the time is not quite at 
hand for his complete dethronement 
and dispossession. God’s justice op- 
erates even in His dealings with the 
devil: therefore, in order to uphold 
His own principles of justice, God 
deemed it wise to grant the devil the 
same amount of time for world do- 
minion which He had appointed to 
Adam. Perhaps this explains why God, 
although omnipotent, did not im- 
mediately banish evil from the earth 
and forestall many centuries of human 
misery — a question which has puz- 
zled compassionate Christians in every 
generation. 

Supposing for a moment that Jesus 
had yielded to Satan, what would have 
been the outcome of such a decision? 
By so doing He could have escaped the 
cross, even then looming ominously 
in His path, but it would have meant 
the collapse of God’s only plan to 
nullify the sentence of death on the 
Adamic race. There would have been 
no future sacrifice for sin and no 
hope beyond the grave. It would have 
meant the extinction of the Light of 
the world. 

Nevertheless, it would have been 
one way to attain world government 
— a government with Satan’s right to 
the throne undisputed. There would 
have been no Saviour, no champion 
of righteousness, no Christ to challenge 
the principalities and powers of dark- 
ness. 


Who wants that kind of world gov- 
ernment? Jesus Christ chose the only 
alternative: obedience to God’s re- 
demptive plan and the eventual estab- 
lishment of His Kingdom on earth as 
it is in heaven. Jesus then silenced His 
adversary with this stinging rebuke: 


“Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve.”’ (Matt. 4: 10.) 


Our Lord’s decision divided the 
world into two hostile camps, two ways 
of life, and two potential but diamet- 
rically opposed forms of government. 
This division is confirmed by His own 
declaration, “Think not that I am 
come to send peace on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword” (Matt. 
10: 34). Ever since that day the battle 
has been on between the powers of 
evil and the hosts of the Lord. It is 
now raging with accelerated pace to 
the finish. .It is indeed futile to think 
that individuals or nations can evade 
enlistment in one of these camps. “‘He 
that is not for me,” Jesus warned, “‘is 
against me.” 

There is no possible way to unify all 
nations under a peaceful and benefi- 
cent world government as long as these 
two contending forces remain. One or the 
other must go down, leaving the na- 
tions unified ezther in perpetual bond- 
age and death with Satan. or in the 
freedom of abundant and eternal life 
with the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Promoters of the present stampede 
for world ‘“‘federalism” fall into two 
general classifications: one group con- 
sists of conspirators who are moving 
step by step toward the consummation 
of the most daring and diabolical 
secret plan for world domination ever 
devised and attempted by man; the 
other group consists of self-styled 
“liberals,” crusaders, sentimentalists, 
and nitwit fellow travelers who have 
not yet learned the basic facts of life. 
There are several different schemes for 
world government, but all of them 
have the same special end in view; 
namely, the liquidation of national 
governments and the superimposition 
of international dictatorship — the 
‘establishment of a world government 
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capable of ruling the competing na- 
tions,”” as one dreamer fondly envi- 
sions the completed plan. 

On February 21, 1947, a group met 
at Asheville, North Carolina, and 
merged several like-minded organiza- 
tions into one known as United World 
Federalists. As usual a few  well- 
meaning citizens foolishly allowed 
their names to grace the movement, 
but most of its leaders are decidedly 
left wing by association and practice. 
Among those who were active in set- 
ting up the United World Federalist 
organization, we find the following: 
James P. Warburg, Glen H. Taylor, 
Vito Marcantonio, A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, Stringfellow Barr, Raymond 
G. Swing, Carl Van Doren, Mark Van 
Doren, Albert Einstein, Thomas Mann, 
Norman Corwin, Robert Sherwood, 
Norman Cousins, Rex Stout, Sholem 
Asch, Clifton Fadiman, Harlow Shap- 
ley, Waldo Frank, Van Wyck Brooks, 
Charles G. Bolte, Robert L. Humber, 
Upton Sinclair, Lewis Mumford, 
Emanuel Cellar, Elmer Rice, James 
B. Carey, Walter Wagner, Rabbi 
David De Sola Pool, Rex Tugwell. 

The names of those attending this 
meeting are found in more than thirty 
groups that the FBI, the Attorney 
General and the Tenney Committee 
of California have listed as subversive 
Communist-front organizations. The 
Washington Times-Herald for Novem- 
ber 9, 1949, said of this organization: 


““The United World Federalists, an out- 
fit dedicated to the extinction of the 
American Republic, recently trotted out a 
retreaded New Deal war-time propagan- 
dist as its new president and mouthpiece. 
The spokesman, Alan Cranston, former 
chief of the foreign language division of the 
office of war information, made a pitch 
before a Congressional committee in be- 
half of the program of uniting America 
with every other country in the world, 
Russia included, and replacing national 
citizenship with world citizenship. 

“It is a rather remarkable fact that the 
government goes out of its way to prosecute 
leaders of the Communist Party for seeking 
the overthrow of the United States, but 
that leaders of movements which would 
achieve the same result in a different 
direction are given a respectful audience by 
Congressmen. 

“Because Mr. Cranston, during the war, 
was discovered by another Congressional 
committee to have been most interested in 
suppressing any criticism of Russia, it is 
possible to wonder whether his ultimate in- 
tention differs materially from the party 
leaders convicted under the Smith Act.”’ 


John T. Flynn, in chapter ten of 
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The Road Ahead, states an important 
fact when he says that the method of 
modern revolutionary propaganda is 
an assault upon the minds of the people. 
American citizens as a whole, knowing 
nothing about such ulterior methods, 
are unprepared to appraise the mass 
of ideas which bombard them con- 
stantly from sources generally consid- 
ered trustworthy, such as_ schools, 
churches, newspapers, radio and first- 
class magazines. But our people must 
now wake up to the fact that the revo- 
lutionary master minds have not 
overlooked the value of these mediums 
as a means of planting insidious 
thoughts, skillfully disguised, of course. 

Note, for example, how these pub- 
licity channels are now being used to 
plant the idea of world citizenship. 
Loyalty to one’s own country is be- 
littled and scorned as an unworthy 
sentiment no longer tolerated by in- 
telligent men and women. The ideal 
for our day,.set forth in glowing terms, 
is that we must become world citizens. 
“World citizen” is a meaningless 
phrase, good only for deceptive tactics, 
since its use subtly implies the renun- 
ciation of patriotism. For how can one 
feel a genuine interest in other lands 
if his heart does not first burn with 
fervent loyalty to the land that has 
nurtured and protected him since the 
day of his birth? A radio commentator 
called attention to this truth when he 
remarked that the promoters of world 
government and world citizenship are 
spreading their loyalty out so thin 
that it is in danger of disappearing 
altogether. 

The following from a Chart of 
World Revolution shows that this mat- 
ter of assaulting the minds of people is 
being carried out strictly according to 
a master plan: 


“The administrators, whom we shall 
choose from among the public, with strict 
regard to their capacities for servile obedi- 
ence, will-not be persens trained in the 
arts of government, and will therefore 
easily become pawns in’our game in the 
hands of men of learning and genius who 
will be their advisers, specialists bred and 
reared from early childhood to rule the 
affairs of the whole world. As is well known 
to you, these specialists of ours have been 
drawing to fit them for rule the informa- 
tion they need from our political plans, 
from the lessons of history, from observa- 
tions made in the events of every moment 
as it passes. . . . It is with this object in 
view that we are constantly, by means of 
our press, arousing a blind confidence in 
these theories. The intellectuals . . . will 


puff themselves up with their knowledge and 
without any logical verification of them 
will put into effect all the information 
available from science, which our agentur 
specialists have cunningly pieced together 
for the purpose of educating their minds in 
the direction we want. 

“‘Do not suppose for a moment that these 
statements are empty words: think care. 
fully of the successes we arranged for Dar- 
winism, Marxism, Nietzsche-ism. To us 
Jews, at any rate, it should be plain to see 
what a disintegrating importance these di- 
rectives have had upon the minds of the 
[people]. . . . Our wise men, trained to 
become leaders, will compose speeches, 
projects, memoirs, articles, which will be 
used by us to influence the minds of the 
[people], directing them towards such 
understanding and forms of knowledge 
as have been determined by us.”’ 


By this method many Anglo-Saxons 
are being sold on the notion that a 
United World Federalist brand of gov- 
ernment is the road which leads to 
heaven on earth. What are some of 
the objectives to be reached along the 
UWF glory-road? The organization 
proposes a constitution setting up a 
world federal government from which 
no nation may secede once it is ad- 
mitted. The UWF program specifies 
that each nation may retain its present 
political, social and economic struc- 
ture; this provision grants to Russia 
and the Kremlin satellite dictatorships 
the privilege of ‘‘federating”’ with free 
nations without a change of heart. 
It recommends that. “‘world law”. be 
binding upon all nations and that it 
be enforced directly upon individuals 
by “world courts.” It proposes “‘direct 
taxing power independent of national 
taxation” and “‘reasonable provisions” 
for amending the world constitution. 
It calls for the abolition of all national 
armies, navies and air forces. All arma- 
ments and armed forces in the world 
—all atomic weapons and “other 
scientific developments easily diverted 
to mass destruction’ — must belong 
to, and be controlled by, the world- 
state. 

What a program for the great Re- 
public of the United States! If one 
takes comfort in the hope that UWF 
influence is not far-reaching, he is in 
for a rude awakening. There is money 
behind the movement for organization, 
for printing, for radio programs, and 
for Congressional lobbying. Already it 
has actually persuaded the legislature 
of six states — California, Connecticut, 
North Carolina, Maine, New Jersey 
and Florida— to adopt a_ proposal 
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that a convention be called to amend 
the Constitution of the United States 
“to expedite and insure the participa- 
tion of the United States in a world 
federal government, open to all na- 
tions. . . .”’ Furthermore, through the 
influence of UWF, the following Con- 
current Resolution was introduced in 
both House and Senate in 1949: 


“It is the sense of the Congress that it 
should be a fundamental objective of the 
foreign policy of the United States to sup- 
port and strengthen the United Nations 
and to seek its development into a world 
federation open to all nations with defined 
and limited powers adequate to preserve 
peace and prevent aggression through the 
enactment, interpretation and enforce- 
ment of world law.” 


One hundred and five Congressmen 
introduced this resolution in the House. 
It would hardly be more amazing if 
they had resolved to sentence them- 
selves to life imprisonment or to sign 
their own death warrants. 

The most difficult hurdle for UWF 
leaders is the question, Who will con- 
trol a world government? They by- 
pass the hazards with this answer: 

“Representation in the legislative body 
should be determined upon a just formula, 
recognizing population, economic develop- 
ment, educational level and other relevant 
factors; each representative to vote as an 
individual.” 

Writing on the treasonable work of 
the UWF in an Economic Council Letter, 
published by the National : Economic 
Council, Inc., the Honorable Merwin 
K. Hart says: 

“If each country were given one repre- 
sentative per million inhabitants, the nom- 
inally free peoples of the earth — a small 
minority — would have less than 500 votes 
out of a total of some 2,000. Actually, the 
really free peoples number less than ten 
per cent of the world population. . . . 

“Obviously, if these words [quoted 


above] mean anything, they insinuate that - 


some less populous countries will get large 
delegations, while others with larger popu- 
lations will be content with small delega- 
tions. So we shouldn’t worry! 

“That such a suggestion could be seri- 
ously made shows either that UWF is 
naive, or thinks the American people are. 
We do not think the real UWF leaders are 
naive. For two facts stand out: First, the 
art of gerrymandering could hardly devise 
a formula whereby the really free ten per 
cent could outvote the subjugated ninety 
per cent. Secondly, why would the dic- 
tators of three-quarters of the earth’s 
population enter a world federal govern- 
ment unless they could control it? The hint 
that they would not control it, in order to 
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persuade Americans to surrender their 
independence, is just sucker-bait. . . . 

“A real world government, if men are to 
remain free, will need to be preceded by 
centuries of preparation. . . . But to cre- 
ate such ‘government’ now, in the present 
ideological world chaos, would be to force 
it upon hundreds of millions of people, and 
to strengthen tyranny everywhere. It would 
mean world ‘government’ only in the sense 
that a conquering despotism is called 
‘government.’ It would dwarf the Ghengis 
Khans, the Napoleons and the Hitlers into 
insignificance. . . . Are Americans ready 
to hand themselves over to such a des- 
potism?”’ 


Now let us see how the United 
World Federalist program ties in with 
the revolutionary plan of the master 
conspirators. Watch the perfect co- 
ordination.as the plot unfolds. Take 
a look at the despots who propose to 
run the world’s business on this wise: 


“In order to put public opinion into our 
hands we must bring it into a state of be- 
wilderment by giving expression from all 
sides to so many contradictory opinions 
and for such length of time as will suffice 
to make the [people] lose their heads in 
the labyrinth and come to see that the 
best thing is to have no opinion of any 
kind in matters political, which it is not 
given to the public to understand, because 
they are understood only by him who 
guides the public. This is the first secret. 

‘“‘The second secret requisite for the suc- 
cess of our government is comprised in the 
following: To multiply to such an extent 
national failings, habits, passions, condi- 
tions of civil life, that it will be impossible 
for anyone to know where he is in the re- 
sulting chaos, so that the people in conse- 
quence will fail to understand one another. 
This measure will also serve us in another 
way; namely, to sow discord in all parties, 
to dislocate all collective forces which are 
still unwilling to submit to us, and to 
discourage any kind of personal initiative 
which might in any degree hinder our 
affair. . . . By all these means we shall 
so wear down the [people] that they will 
be compelled to offer us international 
power of a nature that by its position will 
enable us without any violence gradually 
to absorb all the State forces of the world 
and to form a Super-Government. In place 
of the rulers of today we shall set up a 
bogey which will be called the Super- 
Government Administration. Its hands will 
reach out in all directions like nippers and 
its organization will be of such colossal 
dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue all 
the nations of the world. .. . 

“In every possible way we must develop 
the significance of our Super-Government 
by representing it as the Protector and 
Benefactor of all who voluntarily submit 
to us. . . « 


“It is indispensable for our purpose that 
wars, so far as possible, should not result 
in territorial gains; war will thus be 
brought on to the economic ground, where 
the nations will not fail to perceive in the 
assistance we give the strength of our 
predominance, and this state of things 
will put both sides at the mercy of our 
international agentur; which possesses mil- 
lions of eyes ever on the weath and un- 
hampered by any limitations whatsoever. 
Our international rights will then wipe out 
national rights, in the proper sense of right, 
and will rule the nations precisely as the 
civil law of States rule the relations of their 
subjects among themselves. . . . We shall 
create an intensified centralization of gov- 
ernment in order to grip in our hands al! 
the forces of the community. .. . 

**The intensification of armaments, the 
increase of police forces — are all essential 
for the completion of the aforementioned 
plans. What we have to get at is that there 
should be in all the States of the world, 
besides ourselves, only the masses of the 
proletariat, a few millionaires devoted to 
our interests, police and soldiers. . . . 

‘“‘We must be in a position to respond 
to every act of opposition by war with the 
neighbors of that country which dares to 
oppose us; but if these neighbors should 
also venture to stand collectively together 
against us, then we must offer resistance 
by a universal war. 

“The principal factor of success in the 
political is the secrecy of its undertakings; 
the word should not agree with the deeds 
of the diplomat. .. . 

“It is from us that the all-engulfing terror 
proceeds. We have in our service persons of 
all opinions, of all doctrines, restorating 
monarchists, demagogues, socialists, com- 
munists, and utopian dreamers of every 
kind. We have harnessed them all to the 
task: each one of them on his own account 
is boring away at the last remnants of au- 
thority, is striving to overthrow all estab- 
lished forms of order. By these acts all States 
are in torture; they exhort to tranquility, 
are ready to sacrifice everything for peace: 
but we will not give them peace until they 
openly acknowledge our international 
Super-Government, and with submissive- 
ness. . . « 

“By such measures we shall obtain the 
power of destroying little by little, step by 
step, all that at the outset when we enter 
on our. rights,.we are compelled to. in- 
troduce into the constitutions of States to 
prepare for the transition to an impercep- 
tible abolition of every kind of constitution, 
and then the time is come to turn every 
form of government into our despotism.” 


Does this program seem to be a 
wild and unrestrained fancy of some 
warped imagination? Then look at it 
again, for it is already an accomplished 
fact in the vast area of Russia, in a 
dozen European nations, in Mongolia, 
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North Korea, China, and may soon 
involve many more lands. 

It is the final plan of Satan to de- 
ceive the nations and overthrow the 
power of Christ. It is literally a blue- 
print for the war against Christ, re- 
ferred to in Revelation 17: 13-14: 


“These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the beast. 
These shall make war with the Lamb.” 


These conspirators head up the 
synagogue of Satan; they are “the 
spirits of devils working miracles’ of 
deception and control over the minds 
of people everywhere. They are identi- 
fied in the Revelation as blasphemers 
who “say they are Jews, and are not, 
but are the synagogue of Satan.” 

Although most of these godless de- 
stroyers may claim Jewish affiliation, 
they have no roots in any branch of the 
Israel people. They are mixed with 
many races and, under the banner of 
Zionism, both openly and secretly, 
they hope to create for themselves a 
world empire out of United States 
resources and the blood of Christian 
youth. 

However, let us not make the serious 
mistake of placing all Jews in the same 
category. As Christians who know and 
value our Israel heritage, let us re- 
member that there are Jews of the 
Judah line who reverence God and 
desire righteousness; they deplore and 
fear the evil works of false Jews. Many 
of them are beginning to feel that time 
is proving their orthodox position 
wrong, and that our Lord Jesus may 
indeed be the Messiah for whom their 
ancestors have looked throughout the 
centuries. As we have said before, 
orthodox Jews can make their position 
among us much more tenable and 
their future safer by openly separating 
themselves from the treasonable “‘syna- 
gogue”’ and by letting that separation 
be known to the public. 

World government, as we have seen, 
is a vital part of.a plan to enslave all 
nations. Yet the plan has been so clev- 
erly manipulated that it comes to us 
as the academician’s idealistic dream 
for world peace. From the class rooms 
of colleges, universities and theological 
seminaries the theory of federal union 
for all nations, regardless of antag- 
onistic political aims, emerges as the 
world’s only hope — the guarantee of 
universal peace. Just how anyone 
knows that the present roster of inept, 
selfish, ambitious politicians would 
make a world government work so ef- 
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fectively, no one has explained; and, 
apparently, few have bothered to in- 
quire about the matter. 

The pattern for world government, 
advocated by Arnold J. Toynbee, 
Stringfellow Barr and others, is the 
federal principle adopted by our 
Founding Fathers when they welded 
the thirteen colonies into an American 
Union. Simply apply this pattern to 
all the nations of the world, they say, 
and you put an end to the “bloody 
farce” of war. It’s as simple as that! 

Is it possible that the scholarly 
Toynbee overlooks the differences in- 
volved in a federation of the American 
Colonies and a world federation of na- 
tions? The error is not in the idea of 
federation itself, if the union is limited 
to free peoples of like minds and aims; 
it lies rather in the belief that a success- 
ful federation, such as that of the 
American Colonies, can be effected 
by a union of free peoples with nations 
under despotic rule. This belief is prepos- 
terous and utterly impossible of prac- 
tical fulfillment. 

Citizens of the thirteen colonies were 
in the main people of similar purpose. 
They desired the same kind of free gov- 
ernment; the same freedom for Chris- 
tian worship; the same freedom of in- 
dividual expression; the same freedom 
of opportunities for themselves and 
their children. The people and their 
leaders were actuated by similar mo- 
tives. They were, in fact, a kindred 
people. The fiasco of Jacob Malik’s 
presiding at the meetings of the United 
Nations Security Council is a sample 
of the kind of results to expect from 
any sort of united effort between peo- 
ples wholly divergent in purpose, in 
moral and spiritual discernment, and 
in racial characteristics. Now we should 
have a close alliance between the 
Christian-Israel peoples of the world 
— but that is quite different from the 
proposals of the United World Fed- 
eralists. 

Can you imagine Christ sitting at a 
conference table with Anti-christ to 
discuss the peace and welfare of the 
world? The one recorded meeting of 
the two, in which the fate of the world 
was at stake, ended with Christ’s un- 
equivocal command, “‘Get thee hence, 
Satan!’? — a most timely example for 
the United States at this time. Na- 
tions, like individuals, cannot serve 
both God and Mammon. Instead of 
coéperation with evil, the Scriptures 
admonish separation from evil. God 
does not guarantee national blessings 





until we separate ourselves from the 
workers of iniquity and keep His laws, 

The crusading evangelists of world 
government who serve the cause of 
Communism are impervious to logic, 
If one points to the conspiratorial plan, 
which is unfolding in every intricate 
detail with astonishing accuracy, they 
declare it to be a forgery; and if one 
calls their attention to the Bible plan, 
which is also unfolding exactly as 
stated by the prophets, they respond 
with skepticism and contempt. They 
have eyes, “‘but they see not’’; conse- 
quently, they live in a world of un- 
reality, unaware of onrushing events 
which will establish in this world the 
Kingdom and Government of God. 

**A real world government, if men 
are to remain free,’ says Mr. Hart, 
‘will need to be preceded by centuries 
of preparation.” He speaks a great 
truth in this statement. But there is 
only one government which is ever 
likely to meet that requirement; it is 
to be found in the government of 
Christ as portrayed in Biblical proph- 
ecy. God knew from the beginning 
that human governments would al- 
ways fail, so He prepared another 
plan. Isaiah points to it when he pro- 
claims in his ninth chapter: 


“For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever.” 


Luke, in the first chapter of His 
Gospel, identifies the infant Jesus as 
the destined World Ruler of Isaiah’s 
prophecy. There the angel Gabriel 
declares: 

“The Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and 


of his kingdom there shall be no end.” 


The prince of evil certainly perpe- 
trated a masterpiece of deception when 
he persuaded church leaders to spir- 
itualize the Kingdom of Christ and 
change it from a practical govern- 
ment on the earth to a mystical, invisi- 
ble realm of spirits somewhere in the 
unknown expanse of outer space. The 
idea is entirely unscriptural. All the 
prophets looked forward to a time 
when God would overthrow evil and

GNORANCE Is costly. Within the 
| space of one generation, a fearful 

toll in blood and treasure has been 
exacted from the Anglo-Saxon nations 
because they neither recognized them- 
selves to be modern Israel nor relied 
upon the covenants which are their 
birthright. “I will give peace in the 
land,” was the Divine pledge to cove- 
nant-conscious Israel. “‘And five of 
you shall chase an hundred, and an 
hundred of you shall put ten thousand 
to flight.”” Alliances with heathen na- 
tions were forbidden to Israel, since 
the omnipotence of God was to be their 
shield against all enemies. 

Almost from the start, however, 
Israel chose the way of disobedience. 
Dissension and misery became rife 
within their borders. And when en- 
emies beset them, security was sought 
through diplomacy and leagues with 
ungodly nations. Through captivity 
and migrations, and in their post- 
exilic homelands, the Israel peoples 
tried every road but the path of 
righteousness. 

How little national characteristics 
change! These words are as applicable 
to modern as to ancient Israel: 


“Why do you shuffle so to change your 
road? You were disappointed in the 
Egyptians as you were disappointed in 
Ashur. You will rush out from them with 
your hands on your face, for the EVER- 
LIVING will reject those you trust and you 
will not prosper in them.”’ (Jer. 2: 36-37, 
Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


During the first phase of World War 
II, Soviet Russia lent support to the 
enemies of the Anglo-Saxon powers. 
Then Germany attacked Russia, and 
overnight the Western world wel- 
comed the Soviet as an ally against 
Hitler. After Japan entered the con- 
flict, British and American leaders 
made disastrous concessions to win un- 
needed Soviet assistance in ending the 
Far Eastern war. 

Meanwhile, Italy had passed from 
the enemy camp by declaring war on 
Germany on October 13, 1943. And 
alter hostilities ended in 1945, credu- 
lous and unconversant leaders hailed 
the dawn of a new era of peace to be 
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established by the West in cooperation 
with mighty Russia. But soon even the 
most diehard appeasers of the Soviet 
were forced to see in Russia a militant 
conqueror bent upon crushing Western 
civilization. Now the Western powers 
have agreed to build up German eco- 
nomic strength and internal secur- 
ity forces so that the former enemy 
may help hold the line against Com- 
munism. 

All this is “‘shuffling”’ indeed! Allies 
become enemies and enemies become 
allies, but still the goal of security slips 
farther from reach. With no policy 
save expediency, the Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions are all but helpless against the 
rising tide of Soviet aggression. 

The chart links events of late Au- 
gust and September with several ill- 
starred Anglo-American attempts to 
win Soviet cooperation — Teheran 
and Potsdam, and also the Paris Con- 
ference in 1946 which failed to draft 
peace terms. Developments underscore 
the mounting threat to Western civili- 
zation as the hostile camps edge closer 
to outright shooting war. Step by step, 
events are crowding the Israel nations 
into an impasse from which they will 
be saved only by the intervention of 
their Sovereign Lord. 

Last month’s chart and article cov- 
ered the developments of August 23 
and 25. The chart this month adds the 
information that August 23 was 1260 
days after March 12, 1947 when Presi- 
dent Truman set forth the American 
policy of containing Communism. 
Further data on August 25, noted at 
the center of the current chart, shows 
that it fell 286 days before June 7, 1951 
(solar terminal of 2520 days after the 
June 6, 1944 Allied invasion of Nor- 
mandy) and 7 x 120 days solar plus 
two before December 26, 1952 (2520 
days solar after the close of the Mos- 
cow Conference on December 26, 
1945). 

The solar terminal of the 286 cycle 
extending to June 7, 1951 was August 
21, 1950. On that date the United 
Nations received a note in which Com- 
munist China demanded a seat in the 
debate on Korea. The note also ac- 
cused the United States of attempting 


to subjugate Asia through “‘aggression”’ 
in Korea and “invasion” of Chinese 
territory by sending its Seventh Fleet 
to Formosa. 

On August 28 the Chinese Commu- 
nists charged that American warplanes 
had attacked targets in Manchuria. 
Observers saw this as a propaganda 
maneuver possibly designed to “‘legal- 
ize” entry of Chinese Red armies into 
the Korean war. It came as reports 
told of additional Chinese armies 
massing along the border between 
Manchuria and North Korea. 

Note near the top of the chart that 
these events most significantly came 
666 days after October 31, 1948 when 
capture of Mukden made possible the 
subsequent swift Communist conquest 
of China. The 1948 date was in turn 
2520 days after the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor. As indicated, August 
28 was also 666 plus two days before 
June 26, 1952 (2520 days solar after 
the United Nations Charter was signed 
in 1945). 

A dispatch from New Delhi, India 
on August 30 revealed that Communist 
China had informed the Indian gov- 
ernment of its willingness to settle the 
question of Tibet peacefully through 
negotiations in New Delhi. The date 
was 666 days before June 26, 1952 and 
666 plus two days after the fall of 
Mukden on October 31, 1948 (top of 
chart). 

Meanwhile, Russia succeeded in 
forcing the issue of United States “‘ag- 
gression” in Formosa onto the Secur- 
ity Council agenda. This bizarre ses- 
sion found the United States backing 
the Soviet resolution, with only Cuba 
and Nationalist China objecting. The 
United States thus obligingly helped 
divert attention from Soviet aggression 
in Korea to the utterly spurious 
charges against American interven- 
tion in Formosa. Noted near the cen- 
ter of the chart, the date fell 286 days 
lunar before June 7, 1951. 

Downing of a Russian bomber off 
the Korean coast on September 3 
proved that Soviet personnel were ac- 
tively aiding the North Koreans. The 
date bore extremely significant chrono- 
logical markings, most of which were 
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tion” period after the policy was first 
promulgated by President Truman on 
March 12, 1947. Far from abating the 
Communist threat, the intervening 
days have confronted the nation with 
crises of mounting severity until out- 
right military intervention in Korea 
became inescapable. 

On September 10, 1260 days solar 
after March 12, 1947, William Henry 
Harrison was appointed chief of the 
American arms production program. 
The move brought the American na- 
tional economy one step nearer to a 
war footing. But the American effort, 
geared to demands of the Korean cam- 
paign, is still inadequate to back the 
nation’s far-flung diplomatic com- 
mitments. 

During late summer officials in Lon- 
don, Washington and Paris belatedly 
grew concerned over the disparity be- 
tween Russia’s trained and mobilized 
manpower and that available to the 
West. Alarmed foreign ministers of 
the Big Three placed German partici- 
pation in the defense of Western Eu- 
rope high on the agenda of their con- 
ference which opened on September 
12. This was on the third day made 
perfect of the 1260 solar cycle extend- 
ing from March 12, 1947 (lower center 
of chart). 

Also on September 12, a Soviet veto 
killed the proposed on-the-spot in- 
quiry into Communist Ghina’s charges 
of American air attacks on Manchurian 
territory. 

Meanwhile, the Russian demand 
that Red China be invited before the 
United Nations to back up its charges 
of United States aggression had been 
defeated in the Security Council. This 
was on September 11, 1600 days after 
the Paris Conference opened on April 
25, 1946. As noted at the top of the 
chart, a second 1600-day cycle sepa- 
rated the latter date from the Decem- 
ber 7, 1941 Japanese attack on Pearl 
harbor. 

The United States on September 15 
unleashed its supreme effort to end 
the Korean campaign when amphib- 
ious forces landed at Inchon on South 
Korea’s west coast. Aimed at Seoul 
and the highways over which North 
Korean supplies reached the southern 
beachhead area, the offensive, opened 
successfully as combat units began 
fighting inland. The objective of easing 
Communist pressure on the beachhead 
around Pusan was also realized. 

The Korean “D-Day” came 7 x 120 
days solar after the May 16, 1948 
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Pyramid coffer date, or that period 
plus two days after the Jewish- 
Egyptian war opened on May 14, 1948 
(near bottom of chart). Of particular 
significance is the fact that September 
15, also fell 1600 plus 880 days after the 
Teheran Conference communique was 
signed on December 1, 1943. Teheran 
was the first meeting at which Ameri- 
can and British chiefs of state sought to 
map war strategy and plan the peace 
in connivance with the Russian gen- 
eralissimo. The 1600 time-measure 
connotes “judgment,” while 880 in- 
dicates Divine intermediation in hu- 
man affairs. How clearly the date 
marked by this 1600 plus 880 cycle 
shows the Divine Hand bringing to 
naught Anglo-American efforts to 
cooperate with the godless Soviets! 
Far from finding peace, the West is 
now undertaking full-scale amphibi- 
ous assaults against the puppet armed 
and incited by the Soviet Union. 

Also on September 15, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Council opened a 
series of meetings in New York. Chief 
concern of the delegates was the in- 
adequacy of European defenses. With 
the North Atlantic military strength 
still on paper rather than in being, the 
ministers of state constantly cast anx- 
ious eyes to the East where Soviet 
military might awaits, equipped and 
ready. 

The spotlight-shifted to Indo-China. 
On September 18 Vietminh Reds cap- 
tured the French outpost of Dongkhe 
on the frontier between Indo-China 
and China. This action was seen as the 
inception of the long-awaited Com- 
munist general offensive. The French 
communique announcing it charged 
that the rebels were equipped with 
new cannons and heavy mortars ob- 
tained from Communist China. Viet- 
minh forces also made other attacks in 
the border area. 

Significantly, September 18 fell 
2520 days lunar after the Teheran 
Conference communique was signed 
on December 1, 1943. It was also 666 
days before the solar terminal of 2520 
days after the Potsdam Conference 
opened on July 15, 1945 (near bottom 
of chart). Thus, September 18 links 
closely with two separate Anglo- 
American attempts to collaborate 
with Russia. The date was also 420 
days lunar after the July 31, 1949 
Soviet-Manchurian trade pact. 

Meanwhile, General MacArthur 
charged that Communist China had 
swelled the North Korean army with 





40,000 to 60,000 combat-seasoned 
troops of Korean origin. The United 
Nations Commander’s fourth report 
also revealed that Russia had sent in a 
wide variety of weapons and equip- 
ment as late as 1950. 

Sweeping changes in Western policy 
toward Germany were announced in a 
communique which the United States, 
Britain and France issued on Septem- 
ber 19. The state of war was to be 
ended and Allied control lessened in 
nearly every field. No agreement was 
reached upon rearming Germany nor 
its inclusion in the Western European 
defense system, but Germany’s inter- 
nal police forces were to be strength- 
ened. The Allies also pledged to view 
any attack on Berlin or Western Ger- 
many as an attack on themselves. 

This radical shift in German pol- 
icy came exactly 1890 plus two days 
after the Potsdam Conference opened 
on July 15, 1945. (Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevelt 
reached Potsdam:on this date. Formal 
negotiations began with the arrival of 
Premier Stalin on July 17, 1945. 
September 19, 1950 was 1890 days 
from this last date.) September 19 was 
also 666 days solar plus two after the 
November 10, 1948 Pyramid coffer 
date. Recall that the important July 
10, 1946 Molotov statement of Soviet 
German policy came at the solar per- 
fected terminal of 7 x 120 days before 
this same coffer date (bottom of 
chart). 

The United Nations General As- 
sembly on September 19 blocked an- 
other Soviet attempt to seat representa- 
tives of Communist China. 

Russia’s immediate reaction to the 
Big Three communique on Germany 
was a resumption of the cold war in 
Berlin. On September 20 Russian 
forces seized 150 yards of British sector 
territory near the Gatow airfield. 
British troops drove them off. The 
Russians then cut off their supply of 
electricity to the Western sectors of 
Berlin. The date was 7 x 120 days 
before December 26, 1952 (upper half 
of chart). 

Foreign and Defense Ministers of 
the United States, Great Britain and 
France held an all-day extraordinary 
session in New York on September 22. 
Their purpose was to plan the defense 
of Europe against possible Russian at- 
tack. Note near the center of the chart 
that the date fell 1290 days after 
March 12, 1947. 

Renewed Communist activity both 
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in Berlin and in the Far Eastern trou- 
ble spots foreshadows graver phases 
of the crisis building up against West- 
ern civilization. Disgruntled over fail- 
ure to win United Nations recogni- 
tion, the Chinese Communist leader 
Mao Tze-tung may press intervention 
in Indo-China or attack the Chinese 
Nationalist stronghold of Formosa. 
The control of strategic Tibet hangs in 
the balance, with Red Chinese forces 
set to invade if New Delhi talks fail to 
lure the Tibetans into the Communist 
camp. 

Russian concern over Western pol- 
icy in Germany, and over hints that 
rearming Japan is under considera- 





tion, may goad the Soviets into 
stepping up their program of conquest. 
Southeast Asia is virtually open to 
them, with action against Iran an ever- 
present possibility. 

During an address on September 20, 
American Secretary of State Acheson 
declared that a new power had come 
into the world — the United Nations. 
Unlike the League of Nations, it was 
fighting to preserve peace. 

The United Nations, however, is 
maintained only by United States 
military strength. Should Russia sap 
this strength by forcing further “‘police 
actions” in far corners of the globe, the 
United Nations will be helpless. The 





same would be true if Soviet activities 
lead to a full-scale war. Meanwhile, 
the enemy sits in United Nations 
deliberations where he may balk or 
hamstring American efforts. 

A new power is indeed coming into 
the world. It will be the power of 
a cleansed and regenerated Israel. 
Purged of uncleanness by the fires of 
tribulation, strong in their rediscov- 
ered faith, the United States and the 
British Commonwealth will lead the 
world into an era of true and lasting 
peace. The words of statesmen pro- 
mulgating man-made schemes for 
achieving this objective are mere 
chaff in the wind.

rule in righteousness over the earth 
and its inhabitants. Jesus Himself 
taught that He would return to earth 
and dwell with His people. The Book 
of Revelation gives a vivid picture of 
Christ as King and the overcomers 
reigning with Him “on the earth.” 
Note in Revelation 11:15 that “The 
kingdoms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord, and of his 
Christ.” Thus the kingdoms of this world 
will constitute the Kingdom of Christ, over 
which He “shall reign for ever and 
ever.”” How could language be made 
to state a truth more plainly? 

It is an interesting fact that Christ’s 
plan of world government does not 
call for the liquidation of nations. Just 
as each person retains his own distinc- 
tive traits as an individual in the King- 
dom, so will nations continue as sepa- 
rate entities. For example, by Divine 
decree the redeemed Israel people are 
to remain a nation forever (Jer. 31: 
35-37). Likewise races are to remain 
distinct one from the other; there is no 
amalgamation in God’s plan. There 
is to be mutual friendship and help- 
fulness between nations and races, but 
no disintegration of either nations or 
races that conform to the will of God. 

Jesus Christ declares: 

“Now is the judgment of this world: 
now shall the prince of this world be cast 
out.” (John 12: 31.) 

Unless our Lord was speaking idle 
words — an incredible thought — then 
there is actually a devil, a prince of 
this world, to be cast out. Let those 
who still believe that there is no such 
evil personality directing the powers of 
darkness consider this statement from 
the Blueprint: 

“Today I may tell you that our goal is 
now only a few steps off. There remains a 
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small space to cross and the whole long 
path we have trodden is ready now to close 
its cycle of the Symbolic Snake, by which 
we symbolize our people. When this ring 
closes, all the States of Europe will be 
locked in its coil as in a powerful vise.” 


Let the skeptics ask our fighting men 
in Korea if the devil is still walking 
about, “seeking whom he may de- 
vour.” They can tell of hand-to-hand 
battles with devil-driven wretches; and 
of unspeakably horrible, inhuman 
crimes committed by slaves at the in- 
stigation of the serpent power. Our 
Lord must have had this very day in 
mind when He said we should pray, 
‘Deliver us from evil.” For truly we 
cannot deliver ourselves from such en- 
trenched evil. ““These shall make war 
with the Lamb, and the Lamb shall over- 
come them!” Therein lies the one and 
only hope of the world. 

In the interest of mercy toward 
suffering humanity, and for the sake 
of the Covenant people in particular, 
Jesus promised that there will be a 
shortening of Satan’s time; otherwise, 
He said, no flesh would be saved 
(Matt. 24: 22). This excessive activity 


of evil — now evident everywhere — 
is due to the devil’s realization that his 
time is short (Rev. 12: 12). It behooves 
every Christian to remember this 
promise as the storm gathers and our 
service men are sent out to danger 
zones around the world. In their be- 
half let us pray unceasingly that the 
time may be shortened and that soon 
they — and we, also— may be de- 
livered from evil. 

What has the dominion of Satan 
offered mankind? Nothing except the 
same old lies, deception, frustration 
and death. He has not thought of one 
new thing to offer man since the day 
Adam capitulated in Eden. His way 
leads to the pit and, eventually, to 
the annihilation of the second death. 

What does the Government of Christ 
hold out to the believer? Everything 
desirable: hope, protection, redemp- 
tion, resurrection, life eternal and 
immortality, and the restoration of all 
things, including the Garden of God. 
His way guarantees a world united in 
love, faith and loyalty to God the 
Father, with Christ Himself forever 
on the throne.

Pigmy Pillars

HERE Is AN arresting statement in 

Malachi’s third chapter that is 

wonderfully descriptive of Al- 
mighty God: 

“For I am the Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not con- 
sumed.” (Mal. 3: 6.) 

This appraisal is not the discovery 
or judgment of man; it is God’s essential 


character as given to us by His own 


affirmation. It has no parallel; it stands 
alone, singular, impressive, unaltera- 
ble. He is the only Person in the whole 
of creation who bears this astounding 
character. He is the only unchanging 
God. 
All else is changing — the earth be- 
neath our feet, the heavens above our 
heads, the world we live in, as well as 
the starry world above us — all are in 
process of change, be it short or long. 

We speak of “‘the everlasting hills,” 
but that is only a figure of speech. 
They change even as we do, although 
they have a different clock to work by. 
Compared with our short life, they 
may seem changeless, but as the larger 
cycles of time revolve, even they are 
found to change. And the Word of our 
unchanging God tells us what will be- 
come of them: 


“For the mountains shall depart, and 
the hills be removed; but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall 
the covenant of my peace be removed, 
saith the Lord that hath mercy on thee.” 
(Isa. 54: 10.) 


Even the mountains, strong, stable 
and everlasting as they may appear, 
will eventually change, decay and be 
removed. 

In contrast with all that, and be- 
cause they proceed from our God who 
does not change, there are three things 
at least belonging to Him which are 
absolutely unchangeable. What are 
they? The earth? No; that will decay, 
or, as Ferrar Fenton expresses it, be 
reorganized. The heavens? No; they 
will vanish away like smoke. The Sun? 
No; even this fiery mass is ever chang- 
ing. What, then, is it? Day and night? 
No; even they will eventually merge 
into everlasting day: 


“The sun shall be no more thy light by 
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day; neither for brightness shall the moon 
give light unto thee: but the Lord shall 
be unto thee an everlasting light, and thy 
God thy glory.” (Isa. 60: 19.) 


Amid all this uncertainty, this ever- 
lasting change, how glorious it is to 
feel that there is indeed one thing that 
never changes — the character of God. 
Next to His grace to poor mortals in 
Jesus Christ, that is the most charming 
thing and the most blessed thing for 
our contemplation. For whatever His 
excellences, they are fixed, unaltera- 
ble, unchanging! If the Christian 
Church really believed this, what a 
revolution it would make in its theol- 
ogy, and in its beliefs as well as in its 
practices. 

But there is another thing equally 
unchanging, for He has told us so — 
The Word of God. His Word is like 
Himself, fixed, eternal, sure. We can- 
not say “‘fixed as the everlasting hills,” 
for it has been shown that even they 
depart. The Scriptures give us the 
right description of it: ““The word of 
the Lord, which liveth and abideth 
for ever” (I Peter 1: 23). 

Did anyone ever hear of a living 
word before? Yet God’s Word lives; 
it lives to work, to act and to fulfill. 

But which Word? Ah, there is the 
test! Man says, His New Testament 
Word. But what about the Old? Is 
not that the Word which abideth as 
well? Can you separate them? Can 
you make the God of the New Testa- 
ment to be a superior One to that of 
the Old? For that is what it would 
mean. Some people evidently think in 
this way, although perhaps they would 
not put it into so many words. 

If this is so, see what follows: (7) 
He is either a different God; or (2) 
He has changed. The one is as dis- 
astrous as the other and there is no 
escape from this dilemma. 

But God is actually and literally 
the opposite of all this. He is the one 
true God, the same yesterday, today 
and forever: 


“Before the mountains were brought 
forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth 
and the world, even from everlasting to 
everlasting, thou art God.” (Ps. go: 2.) 


The second charge, that God has 
changed, meets its direct negative in 
God’s own words: “I am the Lord, I 
change not; therefore ye sons of Jacob 
are not consumed.” These very def- 
inite words are God’s own estimate 
and declaration of His own nature. If 
they are true —as they must be — 
then the man who denies them shoul- 
ders a dreadful responsibility and 
makes an awful charge. Further, let 
us remember that these words of God 
were written years before a single 
word of the New Testament was 
penned. 

But there is another way of looking 
at this statement. That singular word, 
“therefore,” shows the vital connec- 
tion between the “‘changing-not” of 
Jehovah and Jacob’s sons not being 
consumed. Therefore, as long as Jeho- 
vah changes not, Jacob’s sons remain 
unconsumed. Furthermore, if ever they 
are consumed, then that would at 
once declare that God had indeed 
changed! So, then, all they who say 
that Israel is finally cast off declare by 
those very words that Jehovah has 
changed despite all they profess to 
believe about Him. 

The third unchangeable thing is 
God’s love for Israel: 


**Thus saith the Lord, The people which 
were left of the sword found grace in the 
wilderness; even Israel, when I went to 
cause him to rest. The Lord hath appeared 
of old unto me, saving, Yea, I have loved 
thee with an everlasting love: therefore 
with lovingkindness have I drawn thee. 
Again I will build thee, and thou shalt be 
built, O virgin of Israel.” (Jer. 31: 2-4.) 


The teachers say, “Israel is on the 
scrap heap.” God Himself, however, 
says that His love for Israel is an 
‘everlasting love,” 7.e., unchangeable. 
Witness the utter hypocrisy of man, 
even the religious man, who declares 
with all the solemnity possible that 
God is unchanging, yet at the same 
time asserts that He has cast Israel off. 
These two statements are diametrically 
opposed to one another. If one is true, 
the other cannot be. We must make 
our own choice as to which statement 
we regard as true. 

The old hymns we have sung about 
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God’s unchangeableness are indeed 
truce, far truer than those who sing 
them think. One is well known: 


“OQ Thou who changest not, abide with 


me!” 
Another hymn says: 


“And make secure and sweet abode 
With Thee who changest not.” 


And still another: 


“As full on us new life, still flows 
From our Unchanging God.” 


The very fact of God’s unchange- 
ableness is the great factor in Israel’s 
preservation, restoration and renewal; 
as it is also in the Christian’s hope of 
salvation through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. A God who is faithless in one 
thing is faithless, not faithful! 


“Moreover it is required in stewards, 
that a man be found faithful.” (I Cor. 
4: 2.) 

If this must be true of stewards, 
what about the Master? Let us make 
no mistake; God is faithful. With Him 
there is no variableness: 


“Every good gift and every perfect gift 
is from above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is no variable- 
ness, neither shadow of turning.” (James 1: 
17-) 


Balaam was given to understand 
this difference between the Lord God 
of Israel and the heathen gods he and 
his people worshipped. He was the 
one to make it clear to Balak: 


“God is not a man, that he should lie; 
neither the son of man, that he should re- 
pent: hath he said, and shall he not do it? 
Or hath he spoken, and shall he not make 
it good?” (Num. 23: 19.) 


In a certain famous borough not 
far from the city of London there was 
built many years ago a remarkable 
town hall by a very noted architect of 
that day. It was beautiful, spacious, 
lofty, and was a joy and a pride to 
the great architect when it was fin- 
ished. But the city fathers, looking at 
the lofty roof and its great span, said 
it was not safe. So, after its completion, 
they ordered the architect to put 
pillars in the middle to support the 
roof. He, confident in his own work, 
was greatly annoyed, but agreeable 
to their command, he had pillars put 
in the center, and the civic fathers 
were content when they saw the great 
roof made safe, as they thought, by 
their pillars. 

However, years afterward it was 
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found out upon examination that all 
the pillars stopped short of the roof 
by two inches! The skill and con- 
fidence of the architect, as well as the 
fear and folly of the town authorities, 
were made manifest to all when this 
strange fact was discovered. 

Is this an illustration of something 
else on a wholly different plane? It is, 
indeed, in our own day. God has made 
wonderful promises and predictions 
in His Word concerning Israel, Jacob, 
Ephraim, Joseph, Zion, Jerusalem. 
But man, looking at the vast span and 
majestic sweep of the Jehovah-Israel 
prophecies, and seeing no place for 
the great arch to rest upon, he, like 
the city fathers, thinks them unsafe. 
In his ignorance and in his temerity 
he has had the presumption to erect 
man-made pillars for their support. 

One he boldly names “Spiritual 
Israel,” another “Spiritual Jacob,” 
another “Spiritual Joseph,” another 
“Spiritual Ephraim,” another “Zion,” 
and another “Jerusalem.” Rearing 
these pillars, he has thought in his 
conceit that they have touched the 
sky and, like the city fathers of old, he 
rejoices that he has saved the structure 
— that the heavens are now safe. 

If he could only see, he would 
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realize that the pillars are thousands 
of miles below the sky, that God's 
great words of promise span right 
across them all and need no human 
props to hold them up. The heavens 
won’t fall; the Great Architect can do 
without our pigmy pillars. But, strange 
to say, man thinks this is the only way 
to keep the sky from falling. What 
supreme folly! 

Take away the pillars. They hide 
the Architect; they discredit His work; 
they obstruct the light; they confuse 
the great Jehovah plans and purposes, 


“Far, far above thy thought 
His counsel shall appear, 
When fully He the work hath wrought 
That caused thy needless fear!” 


Observing the powerful purposes of 
the Almighty God he worshipped, and 
scanning the vast panorama of His 
revealed plans for His people, it is no 
wonder that Isaiah posed the perti- 
nent questions: ‘“‘Who hath directed 
the Spirit of the Lord, or being his 
counsellor hath taught him? With 
whom took he counsel, and who in- 
structed him, and taught him in the 
path of judgment, and taught him 
knowledge, and shewed to him the 
way of understanding?” 
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Father of the Rediscovery of Israel 


nock, in Ayrshire, in the Low- 

lands of Scotland, the same 

county made famous by its great- 
est son, Robert Burns. Some unpub- 
lished poetical pieces by Wilson, 
which I obtained from his daughter, 
may be the result of his reading the 
poems of the great poet of the Low- 
lands. John Wilson was born June 8, 
1788, his parents being educated, in- 
telligent and religious members of the 
Established Church. His father, also 
John Wilson, had two sons. After a 
home education he went to the Glas- 
gow University where he labored dili- 
gently in the prescribed course, as is 
proved by his college note books 
which came into my possession. There 
he studied Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
Logic, Philology and the Scriptures. 
He also attended Greville Ewing’s 
Theological Academy, and a book of 
Skeleton Sermons is among his extant 
manuscripts. He showed a decided 
talent for languages, and in two weeks 
obtained a sufficient knowledge of 
Hebrew to pass the preliminary exam- 
ination. It had been the intention that 
he should enter the Scotch ministry, 
but being of a very independent mind, 
he thought he could be more useful as 
a layman. 


Enters Public Work 


On finishing his collegiate studies, 
he spent some years in private study, 
teaching, lecturing and preaching. At 
this time phrenology was attracting 
attention. Wilson took it up and made 
a deep study of it as founded on the 
Scriptures. When proficient, he gave 
lectures and developed characteristics. 
His application of phrenological prin- 
ciples to Gospel teachings was a re- 
markable and unique feature of his 
system. 

From the first he was a very close, 
deep student of the Bible, and among 
his manuscripts are several volumes of 
notes upon most books of the Bible; 
and a voluminous manuscript on the 
“Animals of the Bible,” considered na- 
tionally, historically, symbolically, an- 
alogically, etc. 

Wishing for a larger sphere of labor, 
he entered England and after lecturing 
on phrenology and other subjects for 
some time, he passed over to Ireland. 
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In 1828 he took part in the Dublin 
City Mission work, also in that of the 
Irish Evangelical Society, and assisting 
Daniel Hasmith. In 1830 he wrote on 
the “‘Law and the Lord’s Prayer,” in 
the Dublin Miscellany. 

While staying at Mr. Lyng’s, at 
Dysart Ennis, some Romanists, in- 
stigated by their priest, drew up a 
Memorial against him and Mr. Wyng, 
another devoted evangelist, and at- 
tacked the latter’s house. 

In 1838 he lectured on Scriptural 
phrenology with great success at Cork, 
and also at Clonmel. He was now add- 
ing greatly to his collection of books 
and reading very extensively. 


Rediscovery of Israel 


John Wilson’s mother had early 
called his attention to the extraordi- 
nary blessings pronounced on Joseph 
for the latter days (Genesis 49). After 
conducting an evening service at Cork 
one Sunday, Miss Cummins of Glen- 
mire asked him the meaning of 
Jacob’s prediction of Joseph, ‘His bow 


abode in-strength” (Gen. 49: 24). He | 


confessed his ignorance, but proposed 
they should both study the matter and 
compare notes the next Sunday. 

With his usual thoroughness and 
energy, Wilson, during the week, read, 
searched and pondered concerning 
this subject. One day he accidentally, 
as it seemed, discovered in the Saturday 
Maga-ine where it mentioned that Sir 
John Fortescue, an English medieval 
judge, declared that ““The might of the 
realme of Englande standyth upon her 
archers,” and observed that all the 
great battles of England, i.e., Cressy, 
Pocctiers, Agincourt, etc., were gained 
by the English long bow. 

Wilson was greatly struck with this, 
and while pondering it deeply, a light 
(he said) seemed to flash into his mind, 
with the thought, “Can there be any 
connection between the bow of Joseph 
and the bow of England?” He dedi- 
cated the rest of the week to this line of 
investigation, and when he met Miss 
Cummins on Sunday, told her he was 
not yet fully prepared with an answer 
but had gained such an insight that he 
would soon give a lecture on it. He 
purchased Henry’s voluminous History 
of England, read at Trinity College 
Library, Dublin, obtained fresh books 


from old book shops and friends, and 
at length obtained sufficient evidence 
to lay the matter before others in a 
lecture. 


Begins His Public Witnessing 


After further study and obtaining 
further confirmations, he gave his first 
course of lectures upon “Ancient 
Israel,” in one of the Dublin theaters 
in 1837. He repeated them in Cork and 
Rev. G. Roe of Kilkenny assisted him 
in them there. In all these places they 
excited great interest. 

In 1838 he gave his course at 
Booterstown and in that year he met 
Robert Mimpriss, whom he convinced, 
and they remained firm friends, and 
often co-workers, for life. Some of the 
other leading Christians who became 
friends of Wilson were Glover, Bick- 
ersteth, Campbell, Macneil, Grant 
and Yates. In 1839 he delivered his 
lectures in the north of Ireland, while 
residing in Dublin, using a very large 
map of Israel’s progress from Media to 
the West. In Ireland he was very much 
encouraged by the interest excited and 
the sympathy he met. 


Work in England 


This success determined Wilson to 
enter upon the larger field of England. 
He commenced in 1840 with courses 
at Liverpool, Leamington, Kenel- 
worth, Warwick and Cheltenham, re- 
ceiving great appreciation from large 
and most attentive audiences, who 
generally requested a repetition of the 
lectures. Many questions, objections, 
etc., were brought forward after each 
lecture, and these gave additional evi- 
dence, as his answers always either 
convinced or silenced his objectors by 
their masterly character. Many now 
requested him to print his lectures and 
at length friends in Liverpool enabled 
him to bring out his first work entitled 
Our Israelitish Origin in 1840.* It had a 
large sale, and five editions have ap- 
peared, that in 1876 being edited, 
revised and enlarged by his daughter. 
His influence in preparing the way for 
other workers has been enormous, 
making him truly the father of the 
rediscovery of Israel.

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Cheltenham and London 


In 1841 he resided at Cheltenham, 
where Mimpriss was settled as a pub- 
lisher and map engraver. There he 
gave lectures and issued some small 
but valuable tracts on Israel. 

He still gave information and ad- 
vice on Scriptural phrenology and 
among his papers I found a copy of his 
Bookplate, which I conclude was en- 
graved at that time by Mimpriss. It 
has on it a collection of accurately 
engraved skulls, lying in different posi- 
tions, marked with sectional names, 
while beneath is: “‘J. Wilson, Professor 
of Phrenology.”’ There is a copy of it 
in the great Franks Collection of 
Bookplates in the British Museum, No. 
32087. Castle has engraved it also 
(English Bookplates, 1894, p. 140). 

Wilson’s first meeting in London 
was held that same year, but he con- 
tinued to hold Bible classes at Chelten- 
ham as well. His first London meetings 
were presided over by the excellent 
Bishop Alexander of Jerusalem; whose 
remarkable tomb, with inscriptions in 
English, German, Greek, Hebrew, I 
saw in the Protestant cemetery on 
Mount Zion when at Jerusalem in 
1908. 

In 1842 Wilson issued a series of 
valuable millennial tracts, which he 
afterward published as a book en- 
titled The Millennium. He now planned 
a Christian Association for the sys- 
tematic and deep study of Israel, etc., 
but I am not aware that he met much 
encouragement in this. He gave lec- 
tures at Birmingham, and on June 21 
and 22 he held a public discussion at 
Cheltenham with Campbell, a fol- 
lower of Robert Owen, the Welsh 
Socialist. 

In 1843 Wilson lectured for the last 
time at Bristol, also at Carlisle, Kil- 
marnock, Glasgow and London. He 
engaged a chapel in Aldersgate, city of 
London, calling it the Witness Hall, 
and gave services on Sunday, and 
Israel lectures on week days. It was 
here that Edward Hine, when 15, 
heard for the first time about Israel. 
Wilson also lectured at Bath and pub- 
lished his Phrenology Consistent with 
Reason and Revelation. 


Palestine and the “Harmony” 


In 1843 Wilson issued a monthly 
paper called The Time of the End while 
residing at Islington (Memoir of Ed- 
ward Hine, 1909, p. 12). He lectured at 
Reading, held open-air services at 
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Blackburn and had discussions with 
Secularists. 

In 1845 Wilson lectured at Carlisle, 
Newcastle and other northern towns, 
continuing his services at the Witness 
Hall. He thought he ought to visit 
Palestine, but Mimpriss at that time 
asked his help in his great work, 7he 
Gospel Harmony Treasury. He had pre- 
pared elaborate maps to explain 
Christ’s life, but desired notes to ac- 
company them. Wilson considered 
this a providential call to prepare a 
work that would supply the rising 
generations with Scriptural knowl- 
edge, of which he found great ig- 
norance, and so prepare them to re- 
ceive Israel truth. He therefore gave 
up Palestine and gave himself to this 
work with great ardor and labor. 

In 1846 he published his Book of In- 
heritance, a less popular because a 
deeper book than his first. He lectured 
at Carlisle and Keswick, while Cocker- 
mouth, Penrith, Alston and Hexham 
are also mentioned. Among his Car- 
lisle hearers was Mr. Louthian, a re- 
tired farmer, and he was so much 
impressed with Israel truth that he 
sold his property and settled at Bey- 
rout, where he introduced various 
improvements, helped to establish 
schools and wrote, advising others to 
settle in Palestine and help to prepare 
the people for Israel’s return. 

In 1847 Wilson published various 
excellent 7racts on Israel, and induced 
others to do the same; also Questions On 
Our Israelitish Origin. He lectured, by 
request, at the Egyptian Hall, Picca- 
dilly, London, on a large Model of 
Jerusalem, receiving remuneration, 
and also visited Lancaster and dis- 
cussed Scripture subjects with some 
infidels. 

In 1848 Wilson lectured to good 
audiences at Plymouth and opposed 
the removal of Jewish political dis- 
abilities in a pamphlet entitled Forty 
Reasons for Resisting the Removal of the 
Jewish Disabilities. 

In 1849 he worked at the Treasury 
Harmony, at Hastings, where he had 
removed for greater seclusion; also lec- 
turing at the Egyptian Hall and visit- 
ing Bodnien. 

In 1851 he wrote an essay called A 
Vindication of Christ’s Character as a 
Prophet, not printed until 1879. This is 
a masterly and unanswerable work, 
perhaps his finest intellectual effort. In 
1853 he lectured at Hurstmonceaux, 
Worthing, Brighton, to which latter 
place he permanently removed. In 





1855 he prepared a most elaborate 
Index to the Treasury Harmony and an 
abstract of the Apocalypse. 

The Treasury Harmony was received 
with the greatest satisfaction and ap- 
proval. It became the foundation and 
pattern for all subsequent Scripture 
teachers and manuals and passed 
through various editions. Its influence 
has been incalculable. These three 
great undertakings of John Wilson, 
viz: his Israel lectures, his Israel writ- 
ings and the Gospel Harmony, prepared 
the ground for the rapid reception of 
Israel truth by other workers later on. 

In 1856 Wilson gave a course of lec- 
tures upon the mission of Elijah to 
prepare all Israel for the Second Ad- 
vent. In 1857 he held discussions with 
working men at King’s Cross, London 
upon atheism and created very favor- 
able impressions. His arguments are of 
remarkable lucidity, logical cleverness 
and depth and were printed in a little 
book entitled The Being of God, which 
had a large circulation. He also con- 
ducted open-air services on the Level 
and at the Battery at Brighton. In the 
years 1858 and 1859, Wilson continued 
his open-air religious services at Brigh- 
ton, where, at the same time, he was 
engaged in important Sunday School 
work, connected with a Presbyterian 
Church. 


His Last Labors 


In 1860 he lost his devoted wife, 
who had aided him in all his educa- 
tional, Israelite and Christian labors. 
She died October 13 and was interred 
in Brighton cemetery. In 1861 Wilson 
published his Mission of Elijah, a re- 
markable work, of which Mrs. Mel- 
ville issued a second edition, to which I 
contributed an Introduction in 1881. 
He also gave courses of lectures at 
Brighton. 

In 1863 and 1864, he continued his 
studies in Scriptural phrenology, giv- 
ing lessons and characters and writing 
on the subject in the Brighton Gazette, 
which letters were afterward issued as 
a booklet. 

In 1866 Wilson commenced his 
monthly magazine, The Watchmen of 
Ephraim, an unequalled periodical of 
Israelite literature, and it was con- 
tinued until 1868. His health then 
visibly declined. In 1870 he issued his 
last work, The Migrations of the English 
People, which, like his first, was upon 
the subject of Israel. He then gradu- 
ally sank until, full of faith, peace and 
love, he quietly passed from his labors,

cares and trials here below. His revered 
remains were accompanied by a large 
number of persons to the cemetery, 
where they were laid beside his wife’s. 
A well executed granite headstone was 
erected, bearing these words: 
Here Rest 
The Mortal Remains of 
John Wilson, 
Author of 
“Our Israelitish Origin.” 
And of His Faithful Helpmeet, 
Agnes Wallace Wilson. 
“In sure and certain hope of the 
Resurrection to Eternal 


Life Through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


His coat of arms is on the cover of 
Lights and Shadows by Elizabeth Wil- 
son, 1881. It contains a wolf rampant, 
under three stars, with a demi-wolf for 
crest, and “‘Facta non Verba,” (deeds 
not words) for the motto. The name 
Wilson is said to be derived from wolf, 
the zodiacal emblem of Benjamin; the 
stars are taken as referring to Ephraim, 
Manasseh and Benjamin. 

His son, Rev. E. S. Wilson, became 
Vicar of Winterton, married and died, 
but had no family. Another son, John, 
went to Beyrout but died in Syria, 
young and unmarried. His daughter, 


Alexander 


Elizabeth, married Mr. 
Melville and died without issue. 

John Wilson’s life and works and 
labors were all of a remarkable charac- 
ter, showing originality, learning and 
piety in a high degree. His persever- 


ance, strength of will, kindness of 
heart, love of his fellowmen, strength 
and purity of character, were all of a 
very high order; and he was marked 
out to become, under Providence, a 
great leader and teacher — to be, in 
fact, the father of the rediscovery of 
Israel.

The Invincible God 


As we watch the activities of the 
Kremlin and listen to the boastings of 
its minions, there comes to mind the 
words of the proclamation issued by 
Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon: 


“fT praised and honoured him that 
liveth for ever, whose dominion is an ever- 
lasting dominion, and his kingdom is from 
generation to generation. And all the in- 
habitants of the earth are reputed as 
nothing: and he doeth according to his will 
in the army of heaven, and among the in- 
habitants of the earth: and none can stay 
his hand, or say unto him, What doest 
thou?”’ (Dan. 4: 34-35.) 


Through personal suffering a boast- 
ful King was compelled to recognize 
the omnipotent power of Almighty 
God. As a result he gave this remark- 
able testimony, showing Him rever- 
ence and affirming his faith in God’s 
power. So, too, a boastful scientific 
age will yet be compelled, also through 
suffering, to give glory to the Lord 
God of Hosts: 


“Who hath measured the waters in the 
hollow of his hand, and meted out heaven 
with the span, and comprehended the dust 
of the earth in a measure, and weighed the 
mountains in scales, and the hills in a 
balance. . . . Behold, the nations are asa 
drop of a bucket, and are counted as the 
small dust of the balance.” (Isa. 40: 12 & 


15.) 
The Sure Word of Prophecy 


In the light of the fulfillment of 
God’s Word in turning back the earlier 
Mongolian invasion of Europe seven 
hundred years ago, and in the present 
feverish military preparation on the 
part of the Kremlin, also in accord 
with God’s declared purposes, how 
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foolish indeed are the statements of 
those who try to assure the people 
there will not be war with Soviet Rus- 
sia. Disbelieving the prophets, politi- 
cians, radio commentators and edito- 
rial writers blindly lead the blind in an 
endeavor to minimize the long latent 
tact that Russia is going to strike sud- 
denly and soon in fulfillment of the 
ancient prediction in their fiendish 
endeavor to destroy all opposition and 
enslave the world. 


A Great Privilege 


But even though all this is coming 
to pass, it is, nevertheless, a great 
privilege to be alive today and under- 
stand the meaning of events as we 
witness the unfolding scenes in the 
great drama of the ages. The Chief 
Ones in Soviet Russia, having declared 
war upon God, will finally awaken to 


the realization that God has accepted 
their challenge when He moves in 
judgment against them so that His 
Name may be magnified in the sight of 
all peoples. 

Those who trust in the Lord need 
not be disturbed, even in the midst of 
days of great tribulation: 

“For the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto their 
prayers: but the face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil. And who is he that will 
harm you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good?’ (I Peter 3: 12-13.) 

Because there is a God in heaven, 
and all nations before Him are as 
nothing, we need not be afraid of their 
terror, nor be troubled in the coming 
apparent victories to follow the incep- 
tion of Soviet aggression.

CuHaPpterR XVII 
ABSALOM’S TREACHERY 


after his return from exile and during that time 

he did not see the King. Then he sent for Joab to 
come to him so that he might be brought to the King, 
but Joab paid no attention to his invitation. Absalom re- 
taliated by giving orders to his servants to set fire to Joab’s 
field of barley which was next to his own. This act of 
vandalism brought Joab to Absalom, who asked why he 
had done this. Absalom told Joab it was because he would 
not come to see him and he wanted to be reconciled with 
David. He felt it was senseless to have brought him back 
from exile unless this was done. 


Absalom’s Plotting 


As a consequence Joab brought Absalom to David and 
he and David were reconciled. After that Absalom secured 
for himself chariots and horses and fifty men to run before 
him. In doing this he was making himself seem to be of 
great importance in the sight of the people. He stationed 
himself near where the high court was in session and when 
a man came to the King with a lawsuit for final decision, 
Absalom would ask him the name of the village from which 
he had come. If the man informed him that he was from 
one of the tribes of Israel, not Judah, he would tell him 
that his cause was just and right, but there was no one to 
listen to him from the King downward. He would then ex- 
claim: 


Wee Davip’s son, resided two years in Jerusalem 


“Oh that I were made judge in the land, that every man 
which hath any suit or cause might come unto me, and I would 
do him justice!’ (II Sam. 15: 4.) 


It was by such methods that Absalom made himself 
popular with all Israel, telling every man who had a case 
to be heard by the King that his cause was just. Thus, those 
who came to the King with their troubles returned home 
praising the wisdom of this young man. Through deceit 
he was able to turn the loyalty of the people from David to 
himself. 


The Conspiracy 


For two years following Absalom’s reconciliation with 
David he carried on this intrigue. At the end of that time 
he asked David for leave to go to Hebron, telling him that 
he had vowed a vow unto the Lord while he was residing 
in Geshur in which he declared that, if the Lord would re- 
store him to Jerusalem again, he would always serve Him. 
Now he wanted to go to Hebron to pay his vow and David 
sent him away in peace. 

Arriving in Hebron, Absalom sent out secret agents to 
all the tribes of Israel, informing the people that when they 
heard a trumpet blown, they were then to shout, “Absalom 
reigns in Hebron!” Absalom sent for Ahithophel, who was 
a counsellor for David but who had associated himself 
with Absalom’s conspiracy, and he came to Absalom at 
Hebron. Two hundred honest men had gone up from 
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Jerusalem with Absalom, not knowing his intentions. The 
account declares that the conspiracy was very great, for all 
the people did rally to Absalom. 

There is nothing new in this method of seeking office as 
the adoption of Absalom’s technique has been tried again 
and again to secure public acclaim as a leader. Un- 
scrupulous men and politicians have always made promises 
impossible of fulfillment, becoming all things to all people 
in the pursuit of popular recognition. The people who be- 
come susceptible to this type of deception have themselves 
departed from the ways of righteousness and therefore be- 
come a prey to unprincipled .men. 


David Flees 


Information was brought to David regarding this revolt 
and he was informed that the people had gone after Absa- 
lom. David now counselled his ministers at Jerusalem to 
flee for their lives, for he declared that Absalom would at- 
tack the city. David’s ministers refused to leave him, so 
they accompanied the King as he left the city, taking their 
households with them. David left ten of his wives in the 
city to care for the palace. Together with a company of 
soldiers, David, and those loyal to him, marched away 
from Jerusalem and went into the wilderness. 

David undertook to send Ittai the Gittite back because 
he was an exile and a stranger. But he refused to return, 
declaring he would go wherever David went and being 
perfectly willing to throw his lot in with the King. Zadok 
and all the Levites also came to David bearing the Ark of 
the Lord, but the King instructed Zadok to return with 
the Ark, saying: 


“If I shall find favour in the eyes of the Lord, he will bring me 
again, and shew me both it, and his habitation: But if he thus 
say, I have no delight in thee; behold, here am I, let him do to 
me as seemeth good unto him.” (II Sam. 15: 25-26.) 


Mount of Olives 


David told Zadok and the priests that, following their 
return to Jerusalem, the sons of Zadok would be used to 
send news through to him regarding Absalom’s plans. 
Zadok and Abiathar therefore returned with the Ark of 
the Covenant of God and David ascended the Mount of 
Olivet, weeping as he went. Many years later, Jesus, a son 
of David, took this same road, weeping as he approached 
the city. David the King left Jerusalem, weeping because 
of the revolt against him and because of the treachery of 
his son Absalom. Jesus entered the city weeping because 
the people had revolted against God and refused to accept 
their Messiah. 

It was reported to David that Ahithophel was among 
the conspirators supporting Absalom. Ahithophel was an 
exceedingly wise counsellor, so David prayed to the Lord: 


“I pray thee, turn the counsel of Ahithophel into foolishness.” 
(II Sam. 15: 31.) 


Hushai Returns to Jerusalem 


Hushai, also one of David’s counsellors, came to him 
while David was on the Mount of Olivet. Evidently there 
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was an altar there and a place of worship and Hushai came 
mourning because of what Absalom had done. But David 
told him to return to Jerusalem and meet Absalom and 
tell him that he had served David as counsellor and he 
would now serve Absalom. In doing this David said he 
could render great service in frustrating the counsel of 
Ahithophel. David also informed Hushai that Zadok and 
Abiathar, the priests, were to be trusted, for they were 
with him. Through them he could send any message that 
was important so that he might be kept informed about 
what was going on in Jerusalem. 

Returning to Jerusalem to work in David’s interests, 
Hushai prepared to meet Absalom. David now passed be- 
yond the top of the hill and Ziba, the servant of Mephi- 
bosheth, met him. He brought a troop of asses laden with 
food for the King and his household. When David asked 
where Mephibosheth was he said that he had returned to 
Jerusalem, saying that now the House of Israel would give 
him the kingship of his father. David issued a proclamation 
giving to Ziba all that was Mephobosheth’s because Ziba 
had brought food to him and informed him that Mephi- 
bosheth had turned against him. 


Shimei Curses David 


As David continued his flight Shimei of the family of 
Saul came out after him and cursed him, throwing stones 
at David and all his servants who were with him. He 
railed at David, saying he was a bloody man and a black- 
guard. He declared that the Lord was punishing him for 
all the evil he had done to Saul. Then Abishai asked 
David’s permission to go over and kill Shimei, saying, 
“Why should this dog curse my lord and king?” But David 
would not grant him permission to do this. He acknowl- 
edged that his own son sought his life but, he said, as for 
this fellow, let him alone. David observed that it might 
be that the Lord was using him for this purpose. Thus, 
as David and his company marched along, Shimei walked 
on the side of the hill, throwing stones and dirt at them. 
Finally David and his company came to the River Jordan 
where they refreshed themselves. 


Absalom at Jerusalem 


Meantime, Absalom came to Jerusalem and Ahi- 
thophel came also with him. When Absalom had estab- 
lished himself in the city, Hushai, the friend of David, went 
to him and said to Absalom, ‘‘God save the king.” Absa- 
lom asked him if this was the way he showed his love for his 
friend and he wanted to know why he had not gone with 
David. But Hushai replied that whoever God chose to be 
king over His people and whoever the men of Israel fol- 
lowed was the man he would serve. He also asked if he 
should not serve before David’s son just as he had served 
before David. 


Abithophel’s Advice 


Absalom asked Ahithophel for counsel regarding the 
steps he should now take since he had come to Jerusalem. 
Ahithophel advised Absalom to take the ten wives of 
David as his own. This he declared would make the people 
realize that he was indeed.against David and it would also 
strengthen their support of him. Absalom followed this ad- 
Vice, carrying it out in the sight of all the people and thus 
fulfilled the curse that was pronounced upon David for 
having taken Uriah’s wife. 
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The account states that the advice of Ahithophel was as 
if a man had inquired of the oracle of God. Such was his 
counsel when he served David and such was his counsel to 
Absalom. 

Ahithophel advised Absalom next to select twelve thou- 
sand men and pursue David that same night. He said that 
David would be weary and a sudden attack that evening 
would cause the forces with him to flee so they could kill 
David. The results would then be that the people with 
David would all turn to Absalom. Absalom ordered Hushai 
to be called to see what he would say should be done. When 
Hushai was told of the advice given by Ahithophel hesaid 
it was not good, for David and his men were all soldiers. 
They were sore in mind like a bear robbed of her cubs and 
David, being a man of war, would know better than to 
sleep with his soldiers. When nightfall overtook them he 
would hide in a cave or tower. He then-advised Absalom 
that, although he might overtake the men with David by 
night, yet David himself would escape, with the result that 
his objective, the death of David, would not be attained. 
Reminding Absalom that David was a brave man whose 
heart was like a lion, he told him that if he failed in his 
first attempt on David’s life, Israel would be afraid, for 
David was a valiant man and a hero. 


Hushai’s Advice 


Hushai advised Absalom to collect all Israel from Dan 
to Beersheba, forming a great army, and attack David so 
that none of his men could escape. He said that if David 
and his men were in a walled city or tower it was to be 
completely surrounded and destroyed. Thus Absalom 
would be sure of victory. Absalom and all the princes 
of Israel said Hushai’s advice was better than the advice 
of Ahithophel but neither he nor the princes of Israel knew 
that the Spirit of the Lord had directed Hushai in his ad- 
vice so that the Lord might bring about the punishment of 
Absalom. The counsel of Ahithophel was very good if 
David was to be defeated and destroyed, but Hushai’s 
advice was more eloquent as he played upon the fears and 
vanity of Absalom. 


Message Sent to David 


Hushai gave Zadok and Abiathar, the priests, the in- 
formation concerning what had occurred in Jerusalem 
which they were to send to David without delay. David 
was not to stay by the ford but was to pass over the Jordan 
for fear that a night attack might be made upon his tent. 
If so, David and all his forces would be destroyed. 

Jonathan and Ahimaaz, sons of the priests, had re- 
mained in En-rogel. They had not entered Jerusalem for 
fear of being detected if later they were to go out to warn 
David. A girl was sent to give them the information they 
were to carry to David, but as they were departing from 
En-rogel a young man saw them and went and informed 
Absalom. The two ran to a man’s house and hid in a well 
in his court. A cover was placed over the well and the 
woman of the house spread out thrashing corn over it so it 
would not be seen. When the officers of Absalom came to 
the house and asked for Jonathan and Ahimaaz, the 
woman informed them -that they had passed over the 
brook of water. The officers hunted for them but did not 
find them and finally returned to Absalom at Jerusalem. 
Then Jonathan and Ahimaaz came out of the well and 
delivered the message to David at his camp. 
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Abithophel Kills Himself 


The young men then hurried on to David, delivering 
their message, and David and all the people with him 
crossed the Jordan. But when Ahithophel saw that his 
counsel was not taken, he saddled his ass and went to his 
home. There he arranged all his personal affairs in order, 
after which he went out and hanged himself. He knew that 
when Absalom failed to immediately follow David and 
destroy him, David would certainly return to power again. 
The critical time to pursue and slay David was immedi- 
ately following his flight from Jerusalem and before he had 
time to organize his forces. Absalom’s failure to act upon 
the advice of Ahithophel was a fatal mistake for him as this 
delay allowed David the needed time to organize his forces 
and meet the armies under Absalom when they came out 
against him. 


Civil War 


Absalom made Amasa captain of his army in place of 
Joab. He now assembled the armies of Israel to fight against 
David, while David numbered the people that were with 
him, dividing his army into three groups and placing 
captains over each division. David wanted to lead the 
army into battle but the people and officers forbade him to 
go, saying that he was the only one the opposing forces 
desired to kill and that it would be far better for him to re- 
main in safety. David therefore stayed behind in the city. 


David Victorious 


As the army was about to depart for battle, David issued 
a command to the three leaders, Joab, Abishai and Ittai, 
that they were to deal gently with Absalom and the whole 
army heard about the instructions David gave concerning 
his son. The army advanced to battle against the forces of 
Israel under Absalom and the conflict was fought in the 
woods of Ephraim. David’s forces were victorious, with 
twenty thousand of the men of Israel perishing in the 
slaughter. 

Absalom fled from the officers of David and, as he rode 
along on his mule, he went under the branches of an oak 
tree. Absalom’s head was caught in the boughs of the tree 
and the mule went on, leaving him hanging in the air. 

A young man who saw Absalom caught in the tree re- 
ported the fact to Joab, who wanted to know why he had 
not killed him. Joab said he would have given him a re- 
ward had he done so. But the young man replied that he 
would not have slain the King’s son regardless of what 
Joab might say would have been offered to him. He had 
heard the King’s instructions concerning Absalom and to 
have disobeyed them would have meant that his life would 
be forfeited. He then reminded Joab that, had he killed 
Absalom and reported it to him, Joab would have killed 
him. 

Joab Slays Absalom 


Joab went to the place where Absalom was hanging from 
the tree and slew him. He then blew a trumpet and the 
battle ended, with David’s men returning from the pursuit 
of the Israel forces. The body of Absalom was cast into a 
great pit and there he was buried. The men of Israel 
thereupon fied to their homes. The tidings of Absalom’s 
death were brought to David and he was grief-stricken. He 
retired to his chamber and wept, saying: 
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*O my son Absalom, my son, my son Absalom! Would God 
I had died for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son!”’ (II Sam. 


18: 33.) 
Joab Reproves David 


Joab was informed that the King was weeping over 
Absalom and that the celebration of victory would be 
turned to mourning. Joab consequently went to David and 
wanted to know if he intended to insult his officers who 
had delivered him from death. He told the King it ap. 
peared that he loved his enemies and hated his friends, 
He said further that David’s conduct would make people 
think that if all his friends had been killed and Absalom 
spared, he would have liked it better. 

David was counselled by Joab that if he did not do 
something immediately to counteract the situation, he 
would be left entirely alone, with the result that his end 
would be worse than all the trouble that had come upon 
him from the time of his youth. David then sat at the gate 
to review his troops as they returned from battle. 


David ReStored to Throne 


The men of Israel charged that while David had de- 
livered them from their enemies, the Philistines, yet he had 
fled before Absalom. However, now that Absalom was 
dead, their reasoning was, why should they not return and 
restore the kingship to David? It was the men of Judah who 
first welcomed David back. Afterward Israel quarreled 
with Judah because they were not asked to take part in the 
ceremony of returning the King to his palace. The result 
was civil war that did not end until Sheba, who was lead- 
ing the revolt in Israel, was slain. After that David re- 
organized his government, appointing men at the head of 
various departments. Eventually he was fully re-established 
as King over all Israel. 


A Three-Year Famine 


A three-year famine afflicted the land and David in- 
quired of the Lord as to the cause. He was informed that 
it was because Saul and his murderous house had tried to 
exterminate the Gibeonites. 

It was the Gibeonites with whom Joshua had made a 
league when he and the elders of Israel took a solemn oath, 
entering into a covenant with them. Although they made a 
covenant to their own hurt with the men of the land, Israel 
was duty bound to keep the terms of that covenant. If 
there is one thing the Lord requires of His people, it is that 
they keep their word. The story the Bible tells is very 
emphatic about this. 


Oath Violated 


Saul, in his great zeal for Israel, had undertaken to 
exterminate the Gibeonites with whom Joshua and the 
elders of Israel had made the league. The famine, so David 
was told, had come upon the land because of that broken 
covenant. David called the leaders of Gibeon to him and 
asked them what he could do to make amends for what 
Saul had done. They replied that they would take no gold 
or silver from Saul or his family and no one in Israel was to 
be killed for them. However, they demanded that seven 
sons of the man who had killed their people, greatly re- 
ducing their numbers in Israel, be given to them so that 
they might hang them for the evil Saul had done in slaying 
their brethren. David consented to do this. 
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Here is an interesting fulfillment of the prediction that 
the evils of the father are visited upon his children unto the 
second and third generations of them that hate the Lord. 
Saul had turned against the Lord and violated the oath of 
his forefathers. Now his family had to suffer for this. 

It is also possible that God, knowing the hearts of these 
sons of Saul, recognized that, as David’s reign was soon to 
be completed, his son who would follow him upon the 
throne in Israel would have difficulty with the house of 
Saul after David’s death. Saul’s sin in violating the cove- 
nant Israel made with the Gibeonites furnished the back- 
ground that brought about the removal of men who would 
have endeavored to disrupt the Kingdom when the time 
came for Solomon to take the throne. In complying with 
the Gibeonites’ demands, David spared Mephibosheth, 
the son of Jonathan, because of his oath with Jonathan, for 
he had sworn that he would not harm any of his family and 
would always render kindness to them. 

Following the death of Saul’s sons, David took the bones 
of Saul and his son Jonathan, whom the Philistines had 
slain, and the bodies of those the Gibeonites had executed, 
and buried them in the sepulchre of Kish, the father of 
Saul. David then entreated the Lord for the land which 
suffered in the famine because of Saul’s violation of the 
oath Israel had sworn they would keep with the Gibeonites. 
Relief came and the famine was ended. 


David Rescued From Death 


The Philistines revolted against the rule of David and 
he went against them, defeating them in battle. But David 
nearly lost his life in this conflict as a Philistine giant had 
sworn he would kill him. Success would have crowned his 
efforts had not Abishai saved David by slaying the giant. 
The officers of David’s army thereafter swore that David 
was not to go into battle anymore lest in his death the light 
be quenched in Israel. 


The Song of David 


In a spirit of reverence, David recited in the words of a 
song the blessings God had bestowed upon him by deliver- 
ing him from the hands of all his enemies. In this song 
David declared that the Lord had been his protection and 
his salvation, keeping him from all violence and being with 
him in times of great trouble. When he was in distress he 
called upon God and He was able to save him from death. 
He referred to earthquake and volcanic action and de- 
scribed thunder and lightning, seeing in all these manifes- 
tations of nature the might and majesty of God’s power. 
Reviewing his life and his activities, he praised the Lord for 
his mercies toward him. When he had failed and when he 
had sinned, he declared that he did not depart wickedly 
out of the way but kept to the path of the Lord. He af- 
firmed that God’s judgments had always been before him 
and he had not disregarded His statutes, for as an ad- 
ministrator in Israel he had not departed from them. He 
acknowledged that God had recompensed him because of 
his faithfulness. 

Throughout the whole of this song, as recorded in the 
22nd and 23rd chapters of II Samuel, David continued 
to set forth the fact that the presence of God had been with 
him, protecting and guiding him during all his life and in 
all of his activities. He referred to the presence of the Spirit 
of the Lord, who had spoken through him, and he declared 
His words were continually in his mouth. 
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David pointed out a fundamental principle of righteous- 
ness: that all who rule over men must be just, ruling in the 
fear of God. The failure in this one factor alone is the rea- 
son for present maladministration in administering the 
affairs of state. It will be only when God-fearing men hold 
public office that righteousness will be administered in the 
land. | 

After finishing his song David recited a list of mighty 
men — heroes of Israel and Judah who had fought along 
with him in Israel’s army. It was through their help that 
he had been able to overthrow all the enemies of Israel 
and he gave an account of the valor of these national heroes 
which has become a permanent record in the Scriptures. 

Dodo, one of David’s generals, defeated an army of 
Philistines, doing so alone when his men fled in fear, leaving 
him to face the foe single-handed. David declared that 
Dodo fought against the Philistines until his hand became 
cramped from continuously wielding the sword. Reference 
is also made to a time when David, because of thirst, asked 
for water and three of Israel’s heroes went through the 
camp of the Philistines to a well to get water for him. When 
they brought it to him, David refused to drink, but poured 
it out upon the ground as an offering before the Lord be- 
cause they had risked their lives to secure it for him. 
Abishai, the brother of Joab, fought single-handed against 
three hundred men, the only weapon in his hand being a 
spear, and he killed all of them. Benaiah was a brave man 
who slew two champions of Moab and he also went down 
into a pit on a snowy day and overpowered a lion. On an- 
other occasion he attacked an Egyptian officer who had a 
spear in his hand, running at him and pulling the spear 
from his hand, killing him with his own weapon. These are 
a few among a long list of the names of great heroes in 
Israel who became famous for their personal exploits in 
battle. 


The Numbering of Israel 


Satan stirred up David to number Israel and the Lord 
was angry with him for doing this. David had ordered Joab 
to go throughout all Israel and number the people so that 
he might know the strength of his armed forces. Joab ob- 
jected to this, telling David that he hoped Israel was many- 
fold increased in numbers, but why did the king do this 
thing which was contrary to the will of the Lord? David’s 
command prevailed, however, over Joab’s protest and that 
of his officers, so they went out from the King’s presence to 
number the people. 

Returning to Jerusalem, Joab and his officers reported 
to David that they had numbered 800,000 in Israel and 
500,000 in Judah. This represented a force of one million 
three hundred thousand men and the numbering was not 
yet completed. It is of special interest to again note how dis- 
tinct the Bible record keeps the separation that exists be- 
tween the forces of Israel and Judah. It remains for the 
modern theologian to confuse all this, making the terms 
“Israel” and “Judah” synonymous although they are not 
so used in the Bible. ‘The account declares: 

‘Joab the son of Zeruiah began to number, but he finished 
not, because there fell wrath for it against Israel; neither was the 
number put in the account of the chronicles of king David.” 
(I Chron. 27: 24.) 

According to the Law of the Lord, horses were not to be 
multiplied by the King of Israel, for they were used in ag- 
gressive warfare; neither was Israel to be numbered for

war, except when an enemy moved against them for the 
purpose of attacking the nation. The only other times the 
people might be numbered was when God commanded 
that such a numbering of the people be taken. But now, ina 
period of peace and for personal information, perhaps ac- 
tuated by pride, David had demanded that the people be 
numbered as for war. This brought the wrath of God upon 
him. 

After Joab had completed a part of the task of number- 
ing all Israel, David became conscience stricken as he came 
to a full realization that he had sinned in demanding that 
the people be numbered. He asked God to take away his 
iniquity for he had acted foolishly. 


Three Propositions 


Gad, the Prophet, came to David with the word of the 
Lord, declaring that God now offered him one of three 
things. He was to choose which it would be. The first was 
three years of famine, the second three months of defeat 
before his enemies and the third the land afflicted with 
three days of pestilence. David replied that the choice was 
most difficult, but he would rather fall into the hands of 
the Lord, for He was merciful, than to fall into the hands of 
men. The result of his decision was a destructive pestilence 
in which seventy thousand men died. As the pestilence 
raged David beheld the Angel of the Lord standing be- 
tween the earth and the heaven with a drawn sword in his 
hand. The sword was stretched out over Jerusalem. When 
David saw the Angel of the Lord with a drawn sword over 
Jerusalem, he prayed the Lord: 


“Is it not I that commanded the people to be numbered? 
Even I it is that have sinned and done evil indeed; but as for 
these sheep, what have they done? Let thine hand, I pray thee, 
O Lord my God, be on me, and on my father’s house; but not 
on thy people, that they should be plagued.” (I Chron. 21: 17.) 


The Threshing Floor 


The Prophet Gad came to David and told him that he 
was to set up an altar in the threshing floor of Araunah. 
The King immediately went to Araunah who was at that 
time threshing wheat upon his threshing floor. The Angel 
of the Lord was standing near the threshing floor and 
Araunah turned and saw Him. His four sons also saw the 
Angel of the Lord and they went and hid themselves. 

When Araunah saw David coming he went out to meet 
him and David asked him the price he wanted for the 
threshing floor. The King said that he wished to purchase 
it for an altar unto the Lord so that the plague might be 
stayed. Araunah then offered to give David the threshing 
floor and the necessary oxen to make the sacrifice. 
David replied, however, that he would purchase it from 
him, saying: 


“T will not take that which is thine for the Lord, nor offer 
burnt offerings without cost.”? (I Chron. 21: 24.) 


David thus refers to the need of giving to the Lord that 
which had cost him something. It would be well if Chris- 
tians would consider the importance of this testimony of a 
great King. God requires that we honor the Lord with our 
substance and with the first fruits of our increase, not with 
someone else’s possessions or with that which is of no 
moment or cost to us. If David had accepted the offer made 
by Araunah, it would have been Araunah’s sacrifice and 
not David’s, so David purchased the threshing floor. 
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The Price 


In recording the purchase made by David, the account 
in II Samuel 24: 24 declares that he paid fifty shekels of 
silver for it, while the price given in I Chronicles 21: 95 
states that he paid six hundred shekels of gold for the 
threshing floor. This apparent discrepancy in the record 
has been used by atheists and agnostics in their attacks 
upon the Bible as they endeavor to prove its statements 
to be contradictory. On the surface the above two prices 
would seem to give substance to their criticism. The fact is 
that both accounts are right, the first and smaller amount 
being paid for just the threshing floor itself, while the larger 
amount was given for the entire field containing the thresh- 
ing floor. In referring to the Hebrew word makom, trans- 
lated threshing floor in I Chronicles 21: 22, The Companion 
Bible has this to say about this passage: 


*‘Hebrew makom, as in Ruth 4:10. Referring to the whole 
place, afterward the Temple area. Not Hebrew goren, as in 
II Sam. 24:24, which was merely the threshing floor, as in 
Ruth g: 2. Hence 600 shekels of gold for the former, but only 50 
shekels of silver for the latter. ‘Two distinct transactions.” 


David built an altar there and placed his sacrifice upon 
it. Then fire came down from heaven, consuming the offer- 
ing. The plague was stayed, for the Lord answered David 
when he sacrificed unto Him at the threshing floor as he 
was directed. Later on this threshing floor, and the field 
surrounding it, became the site of the temple that Solomon 
built unto the Lord. 

David was now old and stricken in age. He suffered 
keenly from cold and a young maiden was found to min- 
ister to him. As the timeé ‘drew near for David to die, 
Adonijah, the brother of Absalom, the son of Haggith, 
prepared himself chariots and men to run before him, for 
it was his intention when David died to proclaim himself 
king over Israel.
